Association Protests Attempts to 
Abolish Brand Inspection In Texas 


Adverse Decision Would Destroy System that 
Has Been in Effect in Lone Star State for 
More Than 80 Years 


INAL ARGUMENT before the judicial officer 
fi: the U. S. Department of Agriculture was 

completed in Washington, D. C., April 18, in 
the proceeding involving elimination of cattle brand 
inspection in Texas. 

The issues involved are whether or not the Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association shall 
be prohibited from inspecting cattle on the posted 
markets for brands, marks and other identifying char- 
acteristics. The original authority was granted by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture in 1943 and 
has twice been affirmed by the secretary. 

Attorney Joe G. Montague argued for the Texas 
and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association. Pres- 
ent and representing the Association were Dolph Bris- 
coe, Jr., president ; Leo J. Welder, first vice-president ; 
Fred Wulff, second vice-president; Norman Moser, 
past president; Claude McCan and Ray W. Willough- 
by, members of the executive committee; Albert 
Mitchell, member of the board of directors; Charles 
A. Stewart, secretary-general manager; and Ernest 
Duke, assistant secretary. 

The complaint asking for cancellation of the au- 
thority originated with 11 auction markets and has 
caused widespread protests from cattle producers 
and law enforcement officers in the state. Every 
sheriff in Texas has addressed a letter to the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture 
protesting the cancella- 


state in the West without cattle brand inspection, 
and consequently put cattle producers at the mercy 
of cattle thieves who never were a greater menace 
to the industry. A final decision should be forth- 
coming in the near future.

USDA Scientist Reports on Industrial 
Chemical Contamination of 
Livestock Feeds 


NDUSTRIAL contamination of feed, although 

| usually of a local nature, continues to present a 
problem to the livestock industry, a U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture veterinarian says. 

Dr. Aubrey M. Lee, USDA’s Agricultural Re- 
search Service, presented his views on this subject 
at a symposium on chemicals in agriculture held at 
Beltsville, Md., recently. 

Dr. Lee said that at this time no industrial con- 
tamination of livestock feed is known to be causing 
loss of livestock over any wide area. However, he 
added, more must be learned about industrial proc- 
esses, gases, waste, and additives in order to prevent 
their incorporation into feed. 

Possible contamination of feed comes from indus- 
trial vapors and fumes that add fluorine, lead, arsenic, 
and possibly other elements to the air, he said. Great 
progress has been made in recent years by industry 
in reducing smoke stack gases. For instance, about 
97 per cent of the fluorine has been removed from 
stacks, but this still leaves about 3 per cent in smoke 
that settles on forage and has proved to be highly 
toxic to cattle. 

Industrial poisons, including carcinogens, get into 
feed, not only from air pollution, but also from lubri- 
cants used on agricultural machinery such as pellet- 
ing machines, said Dr. Lee. Additives to greases are 
trade secrets so there is no control of these sub- 
stances.

hyperkeratosis in cattle a few years ago may creep 
back into agricultural use. 

Between contamination of air and machinery, it 
is impossible to keep feed absolutely clean, the scien- 
tist said. If resistance in animals is low, poisoning 
may take place even though a similar amount of con- 
taminant will have little or no effect on healthy 
animals. 

Some chemical contamination has come from ma- 
terials used to treat feed ingredients in preparing 
them for use, such as a soybean extractant that left 
toxic residues in the meal. But utilization research 
by USDA scientists has helped greatly in reducing 
contamination of this sort, he concluded. 


Eight Per Cent More Cattle On Feed 
April | 


But Number Put on Feed Since Jan. 1 Is» 
7 Per Cent Less Than Year Ago 


ATTLE AND calves on feed, April 1, for mar- 
€ ket in 26 major feeding states totaled 6,663,- 

000 head compared with 7,206,000 head on 
feed Jan. 1, 1960, and 5,001,000 head on feed Oct. 
1, 1959, according to the Crop Reporting Board. 

In the 21 states for which comparable 1959 data 
are available, a total of 6,401,000 head of cattle and 
calves were on feed April 1, compared to 5,939,000 
head a year earlier—an 8 per cent increase. The 
number on feed declined 7 per cent from Jan. 1 to 
April 1 this year, compared to a 6 per cent decline 
during the same period in 1959. 

The number of cattle and calves on feed in the 
North Central States, April 1, 1960, at 4,852,000 head 
was up 6 per cent from the 4,596,000 head on feed 
a year earlier. 


Marketings Up 9 Per Cent 


Fed cattle marketings from the 21 states, Janu- 
ary-March, 1960, totaled 3,147,000 head, 9 per cent 
above the number marketed during the same period 
in 1959. Cattle and calves placed on feed in the 21 
states during the first quarter of 1960 totaled 2,667,- 
000 head, 6 per cent more than during the same pe- 
riod in 1959. 

Cattle feeders in 21 states expect to market 53 
per cent (3,366,000 head) of the April 1, 1960, in- 
ventory during April, May, and June. If intentions 
are carried out, marketings for this quarter would 
be 19 per cent above the number marketed from the 
April 1 inventory during April, May, and June, 1959. 
Feeders in the 26 states report marketing intentions 
of 3,532,000 head during the April-June period, 53 
per cent of the April 1 inventory.

Record Number Cattle on Feed in Texas 

An April 1 record of 156,000 head of cattle and 
calves were on feed, the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service has announced. The previous April 
1 high was 155,000 head of cattle and calves on feed 
April 1, 1959. 

Total number on feed declined seasonally to 65 
per cent of the 239,000 on feed Jan. 1, 1960. This 
the normal decline. The number 
of cattle and calves on feed April 1, 1960, is 1 per 
1959. 

Feed lots with a capacity of 1,000 head or over, 
had a total of 131,000 head of cattle and calves on 
feed—11 per cent above the 118,000 head a year ear- 
lier but down 30 per cent from the 187,000 head in 
Jan. 1, 1960.

It began with the issuance of reports from 
Omaha, Neb., at 10 a.m. on Friday of each week 
starting April 22. 

More frequent releases are planned as the project 
develops. The report will cover the carlot trade in 
dressed meat at major slaughtering centers in Iowa, 
Nebraska, Minnesota, Missouri, South Dakota, Kan- 
sas, and southwestern Illinois. Closing prices, weekly 
price trends, supply, demand, and clearance will be 
given for various grades and weights of beef, lamb, 
and pork. Additional items will be covered as need 
for them is indicated. 

Approximately 25 per cent of the total U. S. meat 
production under Federal inspection will be covered 
by this report. Local carlot reports are also being 
issued from Omaha, New York, Chicago, Denver and 
Philadelphia. These reports, first started in 1957, 
proved popular with the livestock industry and 
brought requests for extended coverage of the car- 
lot trade. 

The new report will be available to all news 
media. A number of radio and television stations in 
the Midwest have already arranged to carry it. Others 
interested should get in touch with the Market News 
Branch, Livestock Division, Agricultural Marketing 
Service, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 607 Live- 
stock Exchange, Omaha 7, Nebr., or any USDA live- 
stock market news office having leased wire service.

WASHINGTON ROUNDUP

Are cattle prices too good? This is the question 
that is being asked by many of the sharper observers 
of the cattle market. There is usually thrown in for 
good measure an additional suggestion that prices 
may, or are, bound to break soon. 

Our personal survey of marketing experts both 
inside and outside government turns up nothing sub- 
stantial to support this pessimism. 

Too much publicity about increasing cattle num- 
bers is the answer we got most to explain fears of 
a price break. The jump of five million head on 
farms Jan. 1 in one year has not been forgotten yet 
by either private or government analysts. 

Looking at actual figures, at what is happening, 
cattle just aren’t ready for slaughter in sufficient 
numbers to dent price levels very much. With meat 
consumption expected to be down one pound per 
capita for the rest of the year, there is no good 
reason why cattle should be rushed to slaughter. 

Other factors are helping to hold up prices now, 
and maybe to drag them down later on, depending 
factors behave.

These include the number of cattle on grass this 
spring, the number that will go into feedlots be- 
tween now and July. Pasture leasing is behind this 
year compared to previous years, according to USDA. 
Weather factors—will there be enough rain to keep 
the grass good? 

Still other forces at work—to be determined later. 
Cattle going to feedlots from public markets are down. 
Are feeders buying more from the country? The cat- 
tle run has been down, 10 per cent at least. 

For the near future—over the next several 
months—prices should look so much better than 
many think they should be that a bullish tone will 
tend to spread over the market, regardless of actual 
dollars and cents prices compared to last year. 

3eyond this, the experts we rely upon the most 
don’t want to go. They don’t see any really bad break 
this year. Prices are due to be down a “little” by 
fall. That much is to be expected from the increased 
numbers. But it is too early yet to say how much. 

USDA brass fear cattle expansion ahead means 
too sharp a break in fall prices. A department educa- 
tion program warning against too much expansion is 
expected to hold down too sharp an increase in num- 
bers. 

A precedent for this is the department’s program 
several years back warning of disastrous hog prices.

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sion Service to spread the word among cattle produc- 
ers that an expansion of more than two million head 
this year will mean disaster. 

The order to pay livestock sellers in 24 hours 
should be in the Federal Register in final form by 
early June. USDA granted a short extension of time 
in late April to permit the filing of additional com- 
ment. The order would go into effect 30 or 60 days 
after that as the department’s present schedule goes. 


USDA has been fighting for this proposal against 
heavy odds. The line-up of pros and cons is about 
what it was; sellers and the farm organizations, for; 
and buyers, the meat packing organizations, against. 

A reversal of the order or a compromise is still 
not improbable. USDA generally likes to get nearly 
unanimous agreement on orders of this type, but 
when it didn’t in the case of the lamb grading, Secre- 
tary Benson decided in favor of the meat packers’ 
view. A quick hearing by the House Agriculture 
Committee brought about a compromise order, how- 
ever, in the case of the lamb grading. 

The Mexican labor program is safe as far as any 
chance of losing it in this session of Congress is 
concerned. Farm group opposition has successfully 
blocked organized labor’s effort to kill the program 
when it expires in 1961. There is, in addition, a 
good chance that the program will get a two-year 
extension, depending on whether Congress throws

in gimmicks that might force the White House to 
pocket veto any legislation for this purpose. 


Expiration of the program next year would mean 
the whole issue will have to be fought over again. 
Interest centers now on a bill to extend the program 
for two years and reverse the recent order of the 
Secretary of Labor requiring observance of local 
wage and other working conditions for farm labor 
obtained through the U. S. Employment Service. The 
inclusion of the latter provision would confront the 
President with the choice of reversing his Secre- 
tary of Labor or vetoing the Mexican program ex- 
tension.

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THE WORLD OVER 


With Rapidly Increasing World Population it Is Well for the Cattle Industry to 
Improve Production to Meet Demands of Future Generations 


OMESTICATED cattle have been 

serving man for five to six thou- 

sand years. The domestication of 
both crops and livestock probably took 
place in the village-farming communi- 
ties of the hilly, grassy, open-forested 
flanks of the Near Eastern mountain 
ranges. These are the ranges that ex- 
tend, like an inverted “U,” from the 
southern portion of Palestine north to 
Turkey, eastward along the Turkish- 
Syrian (U.A.R.) and Turkish-Iraqi 
borders, and southeastward along the 
border of Iraq and Iran to the Persian 
Gulf. 

The evidence accumulated by archaeol- 
ogists on the domestication of livestock 
has been summed up by Reed (1959), 
who concluded that goats were probably 
domesticated between 8,000 and 9,000 
years ago, while cattle, sheep and pigs 
were domesticated some time thereafter. 
Reed also concluded that there is actual 
proof that domesticated cattle existed by 
about 5,000 to 6,000 years ago. 

Cattle rank first among the animals 
serving man. They are outnumbered by 
sheep, but taking into account the beef, 
veal, milk, butter, cheese, and other 
dairy products, and leather and the 
many by-products of the meat industry 
yielded by cattle, together with the draft 
power they provide, cattle rank first in 
overall productivity. 

We know little of the manner in which

man went about domesticating cattle and 
other livestock. We are apt to think of 
domestication as one of the things upon 
which man stumbled as he groped his 
way through dark centuries of pre-his- 
tory.

tion of animals certainly ranks together 
with the discovery of fire, the domesti- 
cation of crops, the invention of the 
wheel and the splitting of the atom as 
being among the truly great events in 
man’s history. 

Members of today’s rising generation, 
to which jet planes, television, atom 
hombs, intercontinental missiles and su- 
permarkets seem commonplace, find it 
a little difficult to imagine how life was 
in the days of the horse and buggy; 
they may find it difficult indeed to imag- 
ine how life was in those Near Eastern 
foothills when the herding of cattle first 
became a part of the daily routine. So, 
as we drink the glass of milk or eat 
the steak that most Americans regard 
as part of their birthright, it is easy 
to overlook the importance of an event 
such as the domestication of cattle; easy, 
too, to take for granted the long, slow 
steps whereby man has gained his pres- 
ent level of control over his environ- 
ment and has tailored crops and animals 
to meet his needs. 

These are things which might become 
clearer if one tries to picture awakening 
tomorrow to a world from which the 
cattle were, by some magic, all removed. 
But enough in the realm of imagination. 
Let us examine the way in which man 
now utilizes the descendants of those 
cattle his ancestors herded five thou- 
sand years earlier. 

To put the problem another way, just 
how much does man “harvest” from his

pounds of milk (see Table 1). These fig- 
ures are exclusive of the U.S.S.R., for 
which data are not published. 

The cattle are not evenly distributed 
in relation to the human population; 
however, neither are they equally pro- 
ductive nor are they managed with equal 
efficiency in all parts of the world. These 
points are brought out sharply by the 
figures in Table 1, which are averages 
based on the latest data published by 
FAO (1959). 

For example, there are nearly two 
cattle (1.94) per person in Australia and 
New Zealand, while in Asia there is less 
than one-fifth of an animal (0.18) per 
person, The number is even smaller— 
0.16—in Oceania other than Australia 
and New Zealand. 

There are even wider ranges among 
countries and regions in the amounts 
of livestock products harvested per year 
per person. In Asia, the 4.8 pounds of 
beef and veal harvested on the average 
for each person in a year is less than 
one-fortieth of that harvested per per- 
son in Australia and New Zealand. These 
and other data on meat and milk pro- 
duction in Tables 1 and 2 refer to the 
amounts actually produced in the coun- 
tries or regions mentioned. They do not 
reflect the amounts that are exported 
or imported. 

The variation in milk produced is still 
higher than in beef and veal production. 
In Australia and New Zealand, the 2,142 
pounds of milk harvested per person per

cattle each year in usable products and 
in power? We do not have data that 
are sufficiently accurate to give a pre- 
cise answer, Also, there are wide vari- 
ations between and within regions in 
the ways in which cattle are used and 
in the levels at which they produce. But 
it is possible to give a broad picture 
for the world and its major regions. 
There are just over three times as 
many people in the world as there are 
cattle; for every person there is 0.31 of 
a head of cattle. From the world’s cat- 
tle, man harvests 22 pounds of beef and 
veal for each person each year, and 206 


year is over 85 times greater than the 
amount (25 pounds) harvested per per- 
son in Asia. 

These variations in numbers of cattle 
per person, and in meat and milk har- 
vested from cattle for each person each 
year, are shown graphically in Figure 
1. This chart brings out not only the 
variations in cattle numbers in relation 
to the human population, and variations 
in products harvested for each person 
in the population, but also something of 
the relative efficiency of the cattle and 
the ways in which they are used. 

For example, Australia and New Zea-

land have only 10.7 times as many cattle 
per person as does Asia, yet produce 42 
times as much beef and veal, and 85 
times as much milk. South America 
ranks second in number of cattle per 
person, but fourth in the amount of beef 
and veal and fifth in the amount of milk 
harvested for each person. In Africa, 
there are, relatively nearly as many cat- 
tle as in the United States (0.45 com- 
pared with 0.55 per person), but the 
amounts of meat and milk harvested 
from those cattle for each person is 
much lower in Africa. Compared with 
the United States, Europeans harvest 
relatively more milk and less beef from 
their cattle; this is to a considerable de- 
gree, because they go in much more for 
dairy farming since they lack the open 
grazing country and the abundance of 
feed grains which make possible the 
substantial beef industry in the United 
States. 

Although the data summarized in Ta- 
ble 1 and Figure 1 give some indications 
of variations in productivity, they are 
presented primarily to show what is ac- 
tually produced for each person in the 
population. Leaving aside the numbers 
of people, and examining only the beef 
and veal, and the milk, produced for each 
animal in the cattle population, we get 
a much clearer picture of levels of pro- 
ductivity (see Table 2 and Figure 2). 
These tables do not tell the whole story, 
since census data in most countries are 
not broken down to show the numbers of 
beef and dairy animals, or the number 
of oxen used for work, or the extent to 


for each person 


which cows may be serving a triple 
purpose, i.e., work and milk, and eventu- 
ally being slaughtered for beef. But the 
figures (Table 2) and the chart (Fig- 
ure 2) do give a generalized picture of 
overall levels of productivity. Man “har- 
vests” about 70 pounds of beef and veal 
and 655 pounds of milk each year per 
animal in the cattle population, on the 
average. 


U. S. First in Beef and Veal 


The United States ranks first among 
the countries and regions, as set forth 
here, in the amount of beef and veal har- 








vested each year per animal in the cattle 
population—166.7 pounds. Asia is at the 
other end of the scale with 26.2 pounds. 

In milk production, Europe ranks first 
with 2,419 pounds per animal in the 
cattle population while Asia again ranks 
last with 140 pounds. The United States 
ranks third in this listing, with 1,355 
pounds of milk per year per head of 
cattle. 

Here, to emphasize that these figures 
are generalized comparative estimates of 
productivity—not estimates of the beef 
yielded by an efficiently managed beef 
cow or the milk produced by a special- 
ized dairy cow—it may be well to cite 
some figures on the average productivity 
of milking cows in the United States. 
According to the USDA (1959), there 
were 20,510,000 cows on farms in this 
country in 1957, and their average yield 
of milk was estimated at 6,162 pounds. 
At the same time, cows in dairy herd 
improvement associations yielded an av- 
erage of 9,688 pounds of milk. So the 
figures given in Tables 1 and 2 should 
be taken only for what they are—an 
attempt to indicate how much variation 
there is around the world in cattle num- 
bers and productivity, and in the prod- 
ucts available to each person from those 
cattle. 

It is also well to remember that man 
does get part of his milk supply from 
other animals—sheep, goats and water 
buffaloes. These animals produce just 
over 10 per cent of the world’s milk. 
Compared with the 238,100,000 metric 
tons of milk produced by cattle, water

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buffaloes produced 14,800,000 metric 
tons, goats 7,500,000 metric tons, and 
sheep 4,800,000 metric tons in the last 
year for which data are available (FAO, 
1959). 

In evaluating the “crop harvested” 
from cattle each year, it must also be 
remembered that, in some parts of the 
world, draft power is the main product, 
rather than meat and/or milk. Our ag- 
riculture is highly mechanized, and with 
the rapid disappearance of the draft 
horse from the American farm scene, 
it is easy to overlook the fact that 
farmers in some parts of the world still

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depend largely on animals for draft 
power. This is shown by the figures in 
Table 3, which were compiled from data 
published by Acock (1950). Although 
there has been further mechanization 
since that time, when over 85 per cent 
of the draft power in agriculture was 
still supplied by livestock, much of it 
has taken place in the regions that 
were already partially mechanized. There 
has been relatively little change in those 
regions which depended primarily on 
animal power, and of which a substan- 
tial portion was, and is still contrib- 
uted by cattle. Lord Linlithgow, when 
he was viceroy of India, observed that 
“The cow and the bullock bear on their 
patient backs the whole structure of 
Indian agriculture.” This still holds true 
for what is now India and Pakistan; it 
is also true for many other countries 
where cattle still remain a major source 


of draft power in agriculture. 


Some Reasons for Variations in 
Productivity 

The wide variations in productivity 
described above result from variations 
in purposes for which cattle are used, 
variations in productivity of the stock 
available, differences in methods and 
efficiency of management including dis- 
ease and parasite control, and variations 
in the environment including the re- 
sulting difference in the feed supply. A 
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few examples will illustrate these points. 

In many of the more advanced coun- 
tries, cattle are kept either for beef or 
for milk production, or as dual purpose 
animals. This is the situation in coun- 
tries such as Australia, New Zealand, 
Argentina, Canada and some of the 
countries of northwestern Europe, as 
well as here in the United States. Cattle 
were used quite extensively for work in 
our colonial days, but this practice has 
practically disappeared except in a few 
areas and for a very few animals. But 
in many other parts of the world the 
situation is quite different. 

For example, in two of the larger 
countries, China and India—large in land 
area and also in cattle numbers—the 
main purpose for which cattle are kept 
is to provide draft power. In India, cer- 
tain breeds such as the Sahiwal and the 
Red Sindhi are used for milk produc- 
tion, as is the water buffalo, and dairy- 
ing is developed as a specialized enter- 
prise to some degree around the larger 
cities. In China, only a few herds of 
imported cattle have been used for this 
purpose, since, except in the Tibetan 
and Mongolian areas where yaks and 
yak-cattle hybrids and a few cattle are 
milked, milk is not a part of the normal 
diet after a baby is weaned by its moth- 
er. The bulk of the cattle in both coun- 
tries are used for draft purposes. This is 
true in many other countries as well, 
as is evident from the figures already 
presented in Table 3. 

When cattle are raised primarily or 
solely for work, many of the male calves 
are castrated and raised to maturity 
as bullocks, and are worked as long as 
they are useful. In some areas they are 
not castrated but are worked as bulls. 
Also, breeding bulls and cows may also 
be pressed into service for work. Few 
animals are available for slaughter un- 
til they are no longer useful for work 
or for breeding. 

In nomadic tribal areas a_ situation 
different from that in countries such as 
China and India prevails; a_ situation 
which is also in marked contrast with 
our practices in the United States. For 
example, in the tribal grazing areas of 
Africa, cattle are regarded primarily as 
a prestige factor and as a hedge against 
drouth and hard times generally. <A 
man’s or a tribe’s status is determined 
by the number of cattle owned, not by 
how much those cattle produce. Cattle 
occupy an important place in the social 
system, as “bride wealth” for use in 
purchasing wives. Also, cattle may be 
utilized in other unique ways. The Masai 
tribesmen of East Africa have developed 
and long used a method of harvesting 
food from their cattle without milking 
or slaughtering them, that is by tap- 
ping the jugular vein to obtain blood. 
To us, drinking a bowl of hot blood 
seems a bizarre practice, but to these 
primitive tribesmen who live in _ hot, 
dry country where the carrying capacity 
of the range is extremely low, and 
where there is no such thing as special- 
ized beef or dairy production, it pro-

vides a source of animal protein while 
at the same time enabling them to main- 
tain their animals as a hedge against 
really hard times. 


Cattle a Source of Fuel 


In some countries, of which India is 
a good example, cattle serve as a source 
of fuel. Instead of using the manure to 
help maintain soil fertility, it is care- 
fully collected, formed into cakes, and 
dried for burning. Most of us know that 
early settlers in the United States de- 
pended a great deal upon buffalo chips 
for fuel, in their treks across the Plains. 
It is a bit difficult to realize that mil- 
lions still depend upon burning cow dung 
for the heat to cook their food. 

The situations described above, in 
which cattle are maintained to provide 
power, or as a hedge against hard times, 
with fuel, or the resource with which 
to purchase a bride as side benefits, rep- 
resent the extremes as compared with 
highly specialized beef and dairy indus- 
tries. These extreme situations are apt 
to persist for a long time, for several 
reasons. Economic levels are so low in 
many countries that beef, veal and milk 
are luxuries few can afford except in 
very limited quantities. Compared with 
a per capita national income of about 
$2,075 per year in the United States 
during 1955-56-57, there were 52 coun- 
tries and territories in which the per 
‘apita income was less than $100. In 
another 23 countries and territories it 
was between $100 and $199, while in a 
further 25 it was under $700 (Hoffman, 
1960). Approximately 70 per cent of 
the world’s population lives in the 52 
countries and territories where per cap- 
ita incomes are under $100. At this eco- 
nomic level, it is easy to understand 
why demands for meat and milk are 
low. Also, it is easy to understand why 


mechanization of agriculture has not oc- 
curred at a rapid rate. Farmers do not 
have the capital to purchase machinery; 
also, their farms and fields are too small 
to make practicable the operation of 
tractor-powered machinery. Religious be- 
liefs play a part too, particularly in 
India, by keeping meat consumption to 
a minimum (since orthodox Hindus are 
vegetarians) and by making it very dif- 
ficult to dispose of old, crippled and 
otherwise useless cattle. There are other 
reasons, too, but these will indicate why 
we are not apt to find our own pattern 
of specialized production emerging in 
some parts of the world. Such special- 
ized production as is undertaken is apt 
to be in the dairy rather than the beef 
field, in countries where economic levels 
are low; and bullocks will continue to 
draw the farmer’s plow in many parts 
of the world. 

In between the extremes there are 
countries, such as Switzerland, in which 
-attle serve the triple purpose of milk, 
meat and work production, and in which 
the cattle industry is based on well- 
established breeds and on generally good 
husbandry practices. This situation pre- 
vails, with variations, in much of south- 
ern and central Europe. 

Genetic Capacities Vary 

Since cattle are used primarily for 
very different purposes in different parts 
of the world, it follows that over the 
centuries their genetic capacities to pro- 
duce would have been expected to de- 
velop at quite different levels for vari- 
ous traits. 

In the Netherlands and the Channel 
Islands, selection has long been for high 
milk and butterfat production, while in 
Scotland and Herefordshire the interest 
of many breeders was in developing ani- 
mals that could turn forage and grain 
into beef. So contrasting breeds such 
as the Holstein, Guernsey and Jersey 
emerged on the one hand, and the Aber- 
deen-Angus and Hereford on the other. 
In other countries, such as Switzerland 
and some portions of Italy, where the 
farmers have wanted animals that could 
serve the triple purposes of meat, milk 
and work production, quite different 
breeds emerged such as the Simmenthal, 
the Brown Swiss and the Chiana or 
Chianina. In parts of what is now West 
-akistan, nomadic and semi-nomadic tri- 
bal groups depended to a considerable 
extent upon milk and developed Zebu 
milking breeds such as the Sahiwal and 
the Red Sindhi. In other parts of south- 
ern Asia and in China, the emphasis 
was entirely on draft power, so breeds 
such as the powerful Kankrej of Bom- 
bay Province, the fast-moving Kangayam 
of southern India and the plodding Yel- 
low Cow of China emerged. In still other 
areas, such as the primitive tribal areas 
of Africa, selection pressures were not 
exerted in the direction of either milk 
or meat production, and probably very 
little in the direction of ability to work. 
Perhaps unconsciously, the emphasis was 
on the characteristic or combination of

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B diss Brucellosis, or Bang’s 


Disease, has been discussed and 

“cussed” in all sections of the 
United States for close to forty years. 
The very nature of the disease has 
caused alarm, confusion, and misunder- 
standing among many livestock owners. 
In fact, in some localities the subject 
has been controversial principally be- 
cause of misinformation and misrepre- 
sentation. Initial attempts to combat the 
disease were limited to testing individual 
herds and disposing of infected animals. 
While many infected herds were cleaned 
up in this manner, it was difficult and 
sometimes impossible to maintain a 
“clean herd” when one’s neighbor paid 
little or no attention to the malady. 


Reinfection Often More Severe 

It has been generally acknowledged 
for a good many years that complete 
eradication of any widespread communi- 
cable disease must be approached on an 
area basis to be successful. Early at- 
tempts to eradicate brucellosis on a 
county-wide basis by the test and 
slaughter method were usually success- 
ful. However, it was common for many 
folks to soon forget about the disease 
and through negligence reintroduce 
brucellosis into their herds by purchas- 
ing untested infected animals. Under 
these circumstances the reinfection was 
often more severe than it was before 
they cleaned up. 

Several developments have come 
along to brighten the outlook since those 
early and sometimes frustrating at- 
tempts at battling brucellosis. Instead 
of one tool to fight the disease, we now 
have several at our disposal, i.e., (1) 
standardized antigen which is used in 
all official blood testing, (2) Strain #19 
brucella abortus vaccine, (3) uniform 
methods and rules for establishing and 
maintaining certified herds and modified 
certified areas, (4) BRT (Brucellosis 
Ring Test), and (5) cull and dry cow 
testing for beef herds. 

The introduction and utilization of a 
standard antigen and technique in the 
official blood testing program elimi- 
nated the errors associated with use of 
non-standard equipment and antigen. 

Strain #19 brucella abortus vaccine 
has proven itself to be a wonderful ad- 
jpmct in the battle against brucellosis. It 
has been instrumental in helping to re- 
duce the rate of infection in many badly 
infected herds. A hypothetical example 
of the value of Strain #19 vaccine is as 
follows: 

If brucellosis is introduced into a 
herd of 100 non-vaccinated clean cows, 
the disease will most likely spread 
rapidly and in due time infect prac- 
tically all of the animals. On the other 
hand, if brucellosis is introduced into 
a herd of 100 cows that had been calf- 
hood vaccinated, only a few animals 
will break down with the infection. 
While the number of animals that be- 
come infected will vary according to 
the virulence of the organism intro- 
duced, it should be easy to recognize 
that the use of Strain #19 vaccine is 
good insurance against the disease. 
Unfortunately all animals vaccinated 
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will not withstand direct exposure. 
The use of vaccine alone is therefore 
not a complete answer to the disease. 
Its use, however, along with good herd 
management and _ sanitation, has 
helped many herds and counties pre- 
pare for an eradication program. 


Uniform Methods and Rules 


The Uniform Methods and Rules for 
establishing and maintaining Certified 
Brucellosis-free Herds and Modified Cer- 
tified Brucellosis Areas were first for- 
mulated and adopted by the United 
States Livestock Sanitary Association in 
1947. (An association made up of live- 
stock sanitary officials from all states 
and representatives of various segments 
of the livestock industry.) Since that 
time and after receiving the approval of 
the Animal Disease Eradication Divi- 
sion (formerly Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry), Agricultural Research Service, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, these 
uniform methods and rules have become 
the national standard used by the states 
in establishing their programs of brucel- 
losis eradication. Important features of 
the Uniform Methods and Rules follow: 


1. Individual herd plans which in- 

clude guides for Certified Brucel- 
losis-free Herds and Plan A, B, 
and C herds. 
Area Plan provides (1) _ logical 
testing procedures to follow in 
dairy, semi-range, or range areas, 
(2) permanent identification of re- 
actors, (3) permanent identification 
of vaccinated animals, and (4) re- 
stricts movement of cattle likely to 
spread brucellosis. A county quali- 
fies as a Modified Certified Brucel- 
losis Area when all herds of cattle 
within it have been tested for 
brucellosis and the incidence of the 
disease has been reduced to less 
than five per cent of the herds and 
one per cent of the cattle. Infected 
herds located on such an area test 
are held under quarantine until the 
disease has been eliminated from 
them. 

The Brucellosis Ring Test, or BRT, 
was adopted as an official part of the 
national brucellosis campaign in 1952. 
This test makes it possible to screen 
dairy herds in an area quickly and eco- 
nomically to determine whether brucel- 
losis is present. 


Dry and Cull Cow Testing Program 


The Dry and Cull Cow testing pro- 
gram is a recent addition to the tools 
available for fighting brucellosis. This 
procedure was designed as a screening 
test for beef herds in range counties 
that have already qualified as Modified 
Certified Brucellosis Areas. Dry and 
cull cows are tested when they are 
shipped from a herd either on the ranch, 
at concentration points, or at slaugh- 
tering establishments. If this type ani- 
mal is negative to the blood test, the 
herd of origin is given credit and does 
not have to be rounded up for testing. 
A range county can maintain its Modi- 
fied Certified status under this plan 
with little or no handling of its breed- 
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Blanco Counties before the end of April.

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ing herds. Plans are already underway 
for its widespread use among range 
herds of western United States. Its 
greatest value will undoubtedly be real- 
ized in locating infection before it be- 
comes widespread and in maintaining 
range counties as Modified Certified 
Brucellosis Areas. 

By 1954, a number of counties in sev- 
eral different states from coast to coast 
had qualified as Modified Certified 
Brucellosis Areas. The great significance 
to the livestock industry was that not 
only had these particular counties low- 
ered the incidence of brucellosis among 
their cattle, but they were able to main- 
tain a certified status. They also were 
able to cause a further reduction of 
infection by systematically using all 
known tools in their fight against the 
disease. Many leaders of the livestock 
industry were convinced that the time 
had arrived for an all-out campaign 
against brucellosis. In October, 1954, 
Congress made approximately twenty 
million dollars a year available to the 
Animal Disease Eradication Division, 
Agricultural Research Service, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, to help the 
various states eradicate brucellosis from 
their livestock. The demand for federal 
assistance far exceeded the funds avail- 
able. It therefore became federal policy 
to expand brucellosis funds only in those 


states that had adequate laws and 
regulations to conduct eradication work 
on an area basis. Up until September 1, 
1959, Texas was not able to participate 
in the accelerated brucellosis eradica- 
tion program because there were no 
provisions in Texas’ animal health laws 
for the establishment of disease-control 
areas. 

Map #1, showing the status of brucel- 
losis eradication in the United States 
on September 30, 1954, reveals that 341 
counties including three whole states 
had qualified as Modified Certified 
Brucellosis Areas at that time. 

The progress that has been made dur- 
ing the past five and one-half years is 
depicted in Map #2 which shows the 
status of brucellosis eradication in the 
United States on March 31, 1960. It 
will be noted that 1,894 counties includ- 
ing 24 whole states had qualified as 
Modified Certified Brucellosis Areas by 
that date. This represents 60 per cent 
of the total 3,152 counties in the United 
States. In addition, there are 315 other 
counties that are working toward that 
goal. 

What Has Texas Done About 
Brucellosis? 

Up until recently, all brucellosis work 
conducted in Texas was on an individual 
herd basis. Individual livestock owners

Females Calfhood Vaccinated 


After the herd was adult vaccinated, 
we began calfhood vaccinating all fe- 
males and have been following this plan 
ever since. Later on we officially signed 
up with the Livestock Sanitary Com- 
mission of Texas and the United States 
Agricultural Research Service under 
Plan C which is Official Calfhood Vac- 
cination Without A Herd Test. 

We now vaccinate bulls as well as 
heifers since bulls are susceptible and 
will contract the disease just as the fe- 
males, although the symptoms are en- 
tirely different. 

We know that the Strain 19 Bangs 
vaccine is not 100 per cent effective but 
it certainly will give a large percentage 
of your herd a measure of immunity

under ordinary conditions and it will 
help control the disease. 

Over a period of years our scientists 
have been devising ways of combatting 
diseases in humans and livestock and 
one of the best methods that they have 
found is to build a resistance to the dis- 
ease through the use of vaccine. In some 
cases it is much better to build up an 
immunity or a high degree of resistance 
to the prevalent diseases in cattle than 
try to eliminate the carrier cow, where 
the source of infection can come from 
other animal life, as in the case of 
Bangs disease. We certainly should build 
up as much immunity as possible in our 
young animals against all diseases and, 
since Strain 19 vaccine is available at a 
nominal cost, common sense would tell 
us to take advantage of this fact. I 
think that every rancher should vacci- 
nate his replacement females whether 
he has a clean herd or a carrier herd. 


Calves Vaccinated at Seven Months 


Our calves are vaccinated when they 
are approximately seven months of age. 
We selected this particular age because 
Florida will not accept animals into 
their state if they are vaccinated after 
they are eight months of age. They also 
will not accept animals that are not 
vaccinated unless they have passed two 
negative tests before going into that 
state or are from an accredited herd or 
area. Another advantage of vaccinated 
cattle is that they can be shipped into 
most states and foreign countries with- 
out a test until they are 30 months of 
age. After the animals reach 30 months 
they must be blood tested but the test- 
ing procedure is slightly altered. Nor- 
mally, the blood is tested in three dilu- 
tions, 1 to 50, 1 to 100 and 1 to 200. 
The officially vaccinated animals have 
developed some immunity and usually

The COMANCHEROS 


Traders to the Comanches

HE dawn, chill and gray, slunk 
I across the east. Mist enveloped the 
high plains as the eight ox-drawn 
wagons and carts lumbered slowly up 
the muddy banks of the swollen stream. 
Wealthy old Jose Pieda Tafoya swayed 
comfortably on the wagon seat of the 
lead wagon. He hummed softly for he 
was expecting to meet some of his Co- 
manche friends at the Yellow House. 
There, he would do some highly profit- 
able trading with the Comanches, ex- 
changing his gewgaws for the _ blood- 
spattered loot of the Indians. 


The rugged terrain of the Palo Duro Canyon of West Texas made an ideal hideout for 


customers of the Comancheros. 


Old Jose had come a long way from 
his youth as a buffalo hunter, or cibo- 
lero, when he followed the pecos and the 
Rio Grande down the Staked Plains of 
Texas. He had been a skillful hunter, 
bringing down his buffalo with his long- 
handled lance, or if the distance were 
great, he had reached into the concage, 
slung from his shoulder, for his bow and 
arrows. 

In those days, clad in worn, soiled 
leather garments, and wearing a flat, 
straw hat, he had lived off the country. 
He flecked some dust off his fine em- 


broidered clothing and sat up straighter. 
Yes, he had done well, he thought com- 
placently. 

Strong, wily and fierce, he had killed 
the buffalo for its hide but he saved the 
meat and dried it. This “carne seca” 
would keep indefinitely and since he had 
more than he needed, he often traded 
sacks of it for buffalo hides, and blan- 
kets from the Comanches. 

He was pitifully poor, as were the 
other ciboleros but he was ambitious. He 
saved and hoarded. Finally, he set him- 
self up in business with a few dollars’ 
worth of frumpery—beads, gaudy trink- 
ets and butcher knives. Then, loading 
his merchandise into a wooden-wheeled 
carreta, he headed out into the llanos, 
hoping to meet wandering Indians with 
whom he might barter. This first foray 
was so successful that he continued in 
the business, making trip after trip into 
Comanche country. 

His chief customers were the Coman-

The Brahman is classified in a differ- 
ent zoological group than his European 
bovine cousins. Herefords, Holsteins, 
and the other breeds of European cattle 
belong to the Bos taurus species. The 
Brahman’s genes make him different 
enough to be classed as Bos indicus. It 
is this genetical difference that makes 
the Brahman the “Master-Mix” or “bo- 
vine alloy,” of our cattle industry. 

Before considering the Brahman’s in- 
fluence in crossbreeding and in the de- 
velopment of new breeds of cattle, let’s 
take a closer look at India’s hump- 
backed gift to America. What is his 
background? What personal character- 
istics placed him on the southern cow- 
man’s “most wanted” list many years 
ago? 

Oldest Domesticated Cattle 

Brahmans are probably our oldest do- 
mesticated cattle. They originated in 
India. Through many generations of ex- 
posure to severe drouth and famine, 
sweltering heat, and a host of parasites 
and diseases, Brahman cattle developed 
hardiness and livability second to none 
by sheer survival of the fittest. 

In their native land, Brahmans may 
be classified into six general types, in- 
cluding more than thirty breeds. They 
range in size and conformation from 
massive beasts of burden to long-legged 
trotters specially bred for racing speed. 
Indians use them for pulling carts and 
plows, for milk, and for fuel in the form 
of dried dung; but they are seldom killed 
for beef. 

Four principal

States in time to 
development of the 
American Brahman. Little effort was 
made to keep these breeds—the Gir, 
Guzerat, Krishna Valley, and Nellore— 
separate and distinct. Many of the ori- 
ginal Indian cattle were narrow and 
upstanding, droopy in the rump, and 
otherwise deficient in beef-producing 
characteristics. So, a conscious effort 
was made to consolidate the more de- 
sirable traits of each breed into an 
American beef-type Brahman. 

The Brahman found a welcomed home 
in the South with the specific assign- 
ment of breeding hot-weather adapta- 
bility and tick resistance into range 
herds. Crossbred offspring provided an 
additional bonus—larger size and good 


May 


beef development. And, in the meantime, 
a few pioneer breeders completed the 
development of our present-day beef- 
type American Brahman. The _ breed 
rests largely on about 266 bulls and 22 
females that were imported between 
1854 and 1926. The American Brahman 
Breeders Association was formed in 
1924 and has given united effort to 
selection for beef production through the 
use of Bos indicus blood. 

Among the traits of considerable in- 
terest—and value—to cattlemen is size. 
And, the Brahman rates well on size. 
Even under the adverse environmental 
conditions of the Gulf Coast Region, 
grade Brahman cows weigh 900 to 1,000 
pounds in pasture condition, whereas 
native cows weigh only 650 to 700 
pounds. Purebred Brahman cows in good 
flesh average even higher. Mature cows 
in one of Louisiana State University’s 
experimental herds have averaged 1,115 
pounds in good pasture condition. 
Weights of 1,600 to 1,900 pounds are 
characteristic for Brahman bulls’ in 
good working condition. When animals 
are fed for the show ring, it’s not un- 
usual for cows to weigh up to 1,700 
pounds and for bulls to top 2,200 pounds. 
Brahman calves, however, are usually 
rather small at birth. The weight of bull 
calves in LSU’s experimental herd aver- 
aged 63.5 pounds over a period of sev- 
eral years. Heifers averaged 55 pounds 
at birth. The light birth weights reduce 
calving trouble. Because of the liberal 
supply of rich milk of Brahman fe- 
males, weaning weights compare favor- 
ably with those of other beef breeds. 


Heat Tolerance Major Claim 


One of the Brahman’s major claims to 
fame is its heat tolerance. It’s a well- 
known fact that scorching temperature, 
soggy humidity, and intense sunlight 
bother Brahmans less than European 
breeds of cattle. Full agreement doesn’t 
exist, however, as to the explanation of 
this fact. Apparently, the Brahman’s

Best Plus Best Is the 
Pattern for Perfection 


Te STORY of America is a 
chronicle of progress by men of 
vision who were willing to back 
their judgment with all-out effort. It is 
a history of faith, enthusiasm and action. 
These qualities long have been associ- 
ated with the pioneer. If you are look- 
ing for them today, a good place to 
start might be on the Lasater Ranch 
at Matheson, some 50 miles northeast 
of Colorado Springs, Colo. It is the home 
of the Beefmasters, one of America’s 
younger cattle breeds. 

Tom Lasater, the quick-thinking, en- 
thusiastic ranch owner, would be the 
first to point out, however, that the 
Beefmasters which today roam over his 
24,000 acre ranch spring from stock 
which has been culled ruthlessly for 
more than half a century. Selective cull- 
ing has, in fact, been the backbone of 
the whole Beefmaster breeding program. 
As Lasater puts it, “improvement re- 
sults from rigid culling based on sound 
judgment. There can be no backsliding, 
no exceptions, no excuses. Cattle breed- 
ing requires exacting self-discipline.” 


Started in 1908 


The foundation breeding which even- 
tually led to the establishment of the 


Beefmaster as a breed of cattle was 
begun in 1908 by Tom’s father, Edward 
C. Lasater of Falfurrias, Texas. Lasater 
operated a large range cattle enter- 
prise consisting of approximately 20,000 
head of cattle and 400,000 acres of land. 
In 1908, he purchased a number of Brah- 
man bulls and began crossing them on 
his large range herd which consisted of 
both Hereford and Shorthorn cattle. He 
continued to use Brahman bulls on a 
portion of the progeny until a herd of 
practically pure Brahman cattle was 
developed through successive top crosses. 
In 1909, Lasater also began to assemble

a large registered Jersey herd, a herd 
which at one time became the largest 
in the world. Being in both the dairy 
and the range cattle business Lasater, 
unlike many cattlemen of his generation, 
was extremely interested in milk produc- 
tion in his beef cattle, thus he bred 
milk production into both his Brahman 
and registered Hereford herds. 
Following Ed Lasater’s death in 1930, 
Tom took over the management of the 
Brahman and registered Hereford herds 
which his father had developed. On June 
1, 1933, Tom Lasater purchased the 
Brahman herd and in 1934 he became 
owner of the registered Hereford herd. 


Long-Range Crossbreeding Program 


When Tom Lasater took over manage- 
ment of the Brahman and Hereford herd 
developed by his father he immediately 
embarked upon a long-range crossbreed- 
ing program. It was his ambition at that 
time to develop a Shorthorn-Brahman 
cross. However, due to the depression, it 
was impossible to buy more than a few 
registered Shorthorn bulls. Hence, Lasa- 
ter Brahman bulls were bred to Lasater 
Hereford cows and Hereford bulls to 
Brahman cows. A large number of 
Brahman-Hereford cross cattle were 
developed and because of the shortage 
of Shorthorn bulls a smaller number of 
the Brahman-Shorthorn cross was ob- 
tained by breeding Shorthorn bulls to 
Brahman cows. 

Due to the fact that the Shorthorn 
bulls were bred to the top end of the 
Brahman cows, many of the bulls of 
this cross were bred to the Hereford- 
Brahman cross cows resulting in the 
production of a three-way cross animal 
that had Brahman, Shorthorn and Here- 
ford blood. 

When the first three-way cross calves 
hit the ground it was evident to Lasater 
that they were superior to either the 
original Brahman-Shorthorn or Brah- 
man-Hereford crosses previously pro- 
duced. Realizing the potential value of 
this new three-way cross, Lasater began 
an intensive effort to convert the en- 
tire herd to the Hereford-Shorthorn- 
Brahman blend, which has since become 
known as a new breed of cattle—the 
Beefmaster. 


Unique System of Breeding 


The breeding and management prac- 
tices used in the development of the 
Beefmaster have followed an unconven- 
tional route when compared to the his- 
tory and development of other breeds 
of beef cattle. Beefmasters evolved from 
a unique system of breeding originated 
by Tom Lasater, who had in mind the 
efficient production of beef in a prac- 
tical way for commercial purposes. When 
Lasater started his three-way cross- 
breeding program all animals were sold 
as commercial cattle. The breeding poli- 
cies used on the Lasater Ranch today 
are the same as they were in the be- 
ginning and that is simply selection 
for the best animal from the commer- 
cial producers’ standpoint. The superior 
beef characteristics of Lasater cattle, 
when seen by other commercial produc-

Charolais and Charbray 


Scientific Breeding —Stepping Stone to Tomorrow 


NYONE whose job it is to stay 
abreast of new developments in 


animal breeding has found the 
Southwest one of the most fertile areas 
for study during the past quarter of a 
century, and perhaps no breeds have 
aroused more interest than Charolais 
and Charbray. To the layman the terms 
Charolais and Charbray are used almost 
interchangeably, but there are important 
differences which should be noted. Each 
own association and its own 
The Charolais is a French 
breed that originated in the 17th cen- 
tury. It was first used for draft pur- 
poses as well as beef production, but in 
the late 1700’s it was perfected as a 
beef breed by inbreeding and selection. 
On the other hand, the Charbray is an 
American beef breed, developed through 
stock of Charolais and Brah- 
man blood. The Charbray parentage 
must always trace to Charolais and 
Brahman ancestry, while the purebred 
recognized in the U. S.

Necessity for Crossbreeding 

The question as to how the Charolais 
may carry blood of other breeds is a 
natural one, and the answer is best ex- 
plained by two facts: (1) Cessation of 
cattle imports from countries having 
foot and mouth disease and restrictions 
on imports of breeding cattle into the 
U. S. by Mexico and (2) necessity of 
building the breed from a limited num- 
ber of individuals which had been im- 
ported previous to importation restric- 
tion

A Charolais, not the result of a top- 
crossing program, is registered as a full- 
blood. The association also issues breed- 
ing certificates to other animals having 
from % to 31/32 blood. These certifi- 
cates set forth exact blood percentage 
of both Charolais and whatever other 
breed has been used in the top-crossing 
program. For instance, it is not unusual 
to see a certified 15/16 Charolais carry- 
ing 1/16 Hereford, Angus, Shorthorn 
or other English beef breed.

Certain it is that stockmen of 50 
years ago were not familiar with many 
breeds of cattle which today graze on 
pastures and ranges in the U. S. 

Among these is the Brangus, a breed 
that was developed by blending the 
blood of Brahman and Angus. 'This breed 
is black and naturally polled. It incor- 
porates many characteristics of both 
parent lines, and has a certain amount 
of hybrid vigor which is the result of 
crossing two different breeds. Brangus 
denotes an animal having *% Brahman 
breeding and %™ Angus breeding. In 
order to get started in the Brangus busi- 
ness today you can either purchase reg- 
istered Brangus, which, when mated to- 
gether will reproduce their own kind, or 
you may follow a _ breeding program 
using foundation stock. If you choose 
the latter method you must follow cer- 
tain regulations set up by the Interna- 
tional Brangus Breeders Association. 
The association registers only Brangus, 
but they require both the foundation and 
the intermediate foundation stock neces- 
sary to produce the % x % blood per- 
centage of the Brangus to be enrolled 
with them. 

Intermediate foundation animals are 
known as quarter bloods, half bloods and 
three-quarter bloods, the first percent- 
age figure in the name indicating the 
amount of Brahman blood. For instance 
a half-blood cow crossed with a pure- 
bred Brahman bull would produce a 
three-quarter blood calf. 

Purebred Angus and purebred Brah- 
man cattle are acceptable to the asso- 
ciation for enrollment without being 
registered in their respective associ-

ations, and a breeder may use Angus 
cows and Brahman bulls or Brahman 
cows and Angus bulls as foundation 
stock. The crossing of these animals 
results, naturally, in a 50 per cent 
Angus and 50 per cent Brahman, or a 
half biood. Crossing this half blood 


(either cow or bull) with a purebred 
Angus (either cow or bull) gives a 
quarter blood. This quarter blood when 
remated to a half blood produces a 
Brangus. 

Mating a purebred Angus to a three- 
quarter blood also yields the necessary 
3% x % blood percentage of the Brangus 
and produces an animal eligible for 
registration. Many breeders, in fact, have 
elected to produce Brangus by mating 
three-quarter blood bulls with purebred 
Angus cows. This combination provides 
Brangus in one mating and if three- 
quarter blood bulls are available offers 
an attractive method of getting into 
the business in a hurry because Angus 
cows are usually in ample supply. 

The Brangus breed has made rapid 
strides in the past decade. They com- 
peted in the San Antonio Livestock 
Show in 1950 to mark up a first so far 
as competition in a major livestock show 
was concerned. Since that time they 
have demonstrated their championship 
calibre at many other top shows as well 
as in performance gain tests and com- 
mercial feedlots across the country. 
Rapid acceptance by breeders and feed- 
ers in widespread areas is a tribute to 
the beef-making qualities of the Brangus 
and its ability to adapt to different 
climatic conditions. To be accepted for 
registration each animal must meet 
minimum qualifications set up by the 
association, and each animal put up for

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Texas Brangus Association Shows 
Steady Progress in Growth 


HE Texas Brangus Association 

I was the first state association 

formed within the American Bran- 
gus Breeders Association, and since the 
organizational meeting in 1956 it has 
been a major factor in progress of the 
breed in the Lone Star state. 

Purpose of the association, as stated 
in the charter, is to “promote, foster, 
encourage and improve the breeding and 
marketing of Brangus cattle.” Members 
have been active in carrying out these 
provisos. All cattle registered in the 
International Brangus Breeders Associ- 
ation must first pass inspection, and in 
1958 a state inspection system was set 
up whereby various men in different 
sections of the state were designated 
as official inspectors for the Interna- 
tional Association. Twenty-one hundred 
head of Brangus from Texas have been 
inspected and passed for registration 
since the fall of 1958. This past year, 
several Brangus breeders from Texas 
consolidated an exhibit herd of approxi- 
mately 20 head of cattle which were fed 
and fitted as a group by E. J. Seymour. 
These cattle were exhibited and shown 
at the Pan-American Livestock Exposi- 
tion, Dallas; The Arizona National Live- 
stock Show, Phoenix; The Southwestern 
Exposition and Fat Stock Show, Fort 
Worth; the San Antonio Livestock Show, 
and the Houston Fat Stock Show. 

Annual events include a membership 
meeting each February and a summer 
meeting at one of the member’s ranches. 
The association also sponsors an an- 
nual sale at San Antonio each year in 
conjunction with the show. The sale is 
primarily a range bull sale created to 
offer top quality bulls to the commer- 
cial cattleman. A number of top quality 
herd sires and females also are offered 
and success of the sale is attested to by 
the large number of repeat buyers who 
return each year.

The Brangus breed traces its begin- 
nings to early crosses between Brah- 
man and Angus breeds in the 1930’s and 
early 1940’s. Several breeders carried 
work on simultaneously and this culmi- 
nated in official recognition of Brangus 
as a breed. The name Brangus was 
patented to Clear Creek Ranch of Welch, 
Oklahoma, owned by Frank and Dorsey 
Buttram, and in July of 1949 cattlemen

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Brucellosis Situation

have spent an enormous amount of 
energy and money to rid their herds of 
the disease. In many cases their efforts 
and good intentions were nullified when 
they unknowingly bought an infected 
animal and added it to their clean herd, 
or permitted infected animals to graze 
on adjoining pastures. Official records 
reveal that 5.4 per cent of the 367,954 
cattle tested in Texas during 1937 were 
infected with brucellosis. It is evident 
that no organized effort was made to 
control brucellosis during the subsequent 
20 years, as 5.76 per cent of the 551,521 
cattle tested in Texas during 1957 were 
infected with the disease. 

The educational program that has 
been carried on during the past three 
years by constituent member organiza- 
tions of the Texas Animal Health Coun- 
cil, i.e., Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service, Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association, Texas Farm Bureau, 
and the various breed and miik produc- 
ers associations, is beginning to bear 
fruit. The rate of infection among cattle 
in the state has been steadily declining. 
A year ago the infection rate had 
dropped to 4.54 per cent of the 496,628 
cattle tested. During the past 12 months 
2.97 per cent of the 439,084 cattle tested 
had the disease. 

Surveys and pilot projects conducted 
during the past two and one-half years 
indicate that the degree of infection 
varies from a small fraction of one per 
cent in some counties to over six per 
cent in other counties. It has been fairly 
well established that West Texas coun- 
ties are relatively free of the disease. 
It has been estimated that close to 100 
western counties could readily qualify 
as Modified Certified Brucellosis Areas 
merely by follewing the procedures of 
the uniform methods and rules to lo- 
cate their few infected herds. 

In October, 1957, approximately 66 
per cent of the Grade “A” dairies in 
Texas were suspicious to the brucellosis 
ring test. During the past two and one- 
half years this figure has steadily de- 
creased as dairymen prepared to meet 
the requirements of the Standard Milk 
Ordinance. Approximately 30 per cent 
of the Grade “A” dairies in Texas were 
suspicious to the brucellosis ring test 
in March, 1960. 

What Is Texas Doing Under the New 
Brucellosis Law? 

Livestock owners have been attending 
a great many community meetings 
throughout the state since September 1, 
1959, to discuss brucellosis and what 
type program their county should fol- 
low under the new law. The Type I pro- 
gram requires all heifer calves in the 
area to be vaccinated at proper age at 
owners’ expense. No blood testing is re- 
quired under this plan. The Type I con- 
trol program will not qualify a county 
as a Modified Certified Brucellosis 
Area as there is no way provided to 
determine the amount of infection pres- 
ent in the breeding cattle. This type 
program is recommended for any area 
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that has a high rate of infection. While 
vaccination of all heifer calves in such 
an area will not eradicate the disease, it 
will help reduce the rate of infection. 
Counties that adopt a Type I program 
should plan to convert to the Type II 
program after two or three years. At 
that time they will have little difficulty 
qualifying as a Modified Certified 
Brucellosis Area under the testing pro- 
cedures. 

Type II program requires blood test- 
ing in every herd in the area according 
to procedures outlined in the Uniform 
Methods and Rules. Counties operating 
under this plan can qualify and be rec- 
ognized as Modified Certified Brucellosis 
Areas. 

At least 75 per cent of the livestock 
owners in a county owning at least 51 
per cent of the cattle must voluntarily 
sign petitions requesting the action be- 
fore either type program can be estab- 
lished. All testing and vaccinating under 
either program must be done according 
to rules and regulations of the Texas 
Animal Health Commission. 

The Animal Disease Eradication Divi- 
sion, Agricultura] Research Service, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, is co- 
operating with the Texas Animal Health 
Commission in testing and vaccinating 
animals in Type II Control areas at no 
expense to the owners. It has been esti- 
mated that if adequate state and federal 
funds were available, from 60 to 80 
counties a year could be qualified as 
Modified Certified Brucellosis Areas. 

Because of the vast areas and amount 
of infection involved, it will not be pos- 
sible to eradicate brucellosis from Texas 
in a few weeks time. However, the job 
can be done effectively and efficiently 
within three to five years time by work- 
ing counties systematically. 

Since the state of New Mexico is al- 
ready a Modified Certified Brucellosis 
Area and the movement of livestock be- 
tween Mexico and Texas is adequately 
controlled, perhaps the most logical and 
economical approach to eradicating the 
disease from the state would be to start 
in West Texas and systematically prog- 
ress eastward and southeasterly. While 
area type work cannot be carried on in 
all counties simultaneously (because of 
lack of funds and personnel) every live- 
stock owner in the state can be prepar- 
ing for the day when his county does 
adopt an eradication program by having 
his heifer calves officially vaccinated. 

Ten counties, (Brewster, Jeff Davis, 
Presidio, Winkler, Ward, Crane, Pecos, 
Terrell, Borden and Coleman) have al- 
ready qualified as Modified Certified 
Brucellosis Areas. Twenty-seven other 
counties have petitioned for establish- 
ment as Type II control areas and seven 
others as Type I. Petitions for both Type 
I and Type II programs are currently 
being circulated in numerous other coun- 
ties. The Type II testing program has 
had a relatively slow start because of 
the ninety-day waiting period specified 
in the law. The tempo of the work is 
gradually accelerating as additional 
counties become eligible for testing to 
start.

their blood titer is higher so the 1 to 
50 dilution is eliminated and the test 
starts at 1 to 100. 

[Specific agglutinins are produced in 
the body of animals by exposure to Bru- 
cella. As the disease progresses, the 
concentration of Brucella agglutinins in- 
creases. The concentration of agglutin- 
measured by mixing increasing 
dilutions of serum with a_ standard 
amount of Brucella antigen (suspen- 
sion of Brucella cells). When agglutin- 
ins are present they cause the Brucella 
cells to clump and settle out of suspen- 
sion. Editor’s note] 
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Our ranch has shipped vaccinated cat- 
tle, both male and female, to practically 
all cattle producing areas on the conti- 
nents of South America, Australia and 
Africa. The vaccinated animals have 
been received without question and only 
in one country have we encountered any 
difficulty with vaccinated bulls. Argen- 
tina would not allow the vaccinated bulls 
to carry a titer in the 1 to 50 dilution. 
Before we shipped to that country we 
bled our bulls and found that the ani- 
mals that had been vaccinated at eight 
months had lost all of the reaction in 
the 1 to 50 dilution by the time they 
had reached 20 months of age. We 
shipped the bulls to Argentina and they 
were put in quarantine and one animal

showed an incomplete reaction in the 1 
to 50 dilution but later cleared up and 
was released. 

We have found that buyers prefer 
officially Bangs vaccinated animals and 
it has been an aid in selling cattle. 

Wharton County Begins Program 

In 1959, the livestock producers in 
Wharton county decided to take advan- 
tage of the vaccination plan that the 
state of Texas offered and a petition 
was circulated and the signatures of 75 
per cent of the livestock owners that 
owned 50 per cent of the cattle rendered 
for taxes in Wharton county were se- 
cured. This was no little undertaking as 
there were approximately 1,800 live- 
stock owners who rendered approxi- 
mately 34,000 cattle. It took some five 
weeks to secure all of these signatures 
with all agricultural organizations co- 
operating. Members of the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers Assoication 
and the Texas Farm Bureau along with 
the dairy producers, county agents, vo- 
cational agricultural teachers and 4-H 
leaders, worked on the project. 

We did not ask our local veterinarians 
to participate in securing signatures as 
there were a few producers who opposed 
the program because they said it was 
giving a job to the veterinarians. 

Wharton county has been on the com- 
pulsory vaccination program for re- 
placement females since January 1, 1960. 
Both beef and dairy heifers are being 
vaccinated between the prescribed time, 
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namely 4 to 8 months for dairy cattle 
and 4 to 12 months for beef cattie, and 
according to the reports, the program 
is working well. 

After a majority of the females in our 
county have been officially vaccinated, 
we feel that this area will be ready to 
go a step further to become accredited. 
We think that this can be done gradu- 
ally and with proper management. If 
producers will eliminate cows that are 
slow breeders, test animals that have 
aborted and dispose of them if they re- 
act, we can control Brucellosis with- 
out a mass test and slaughter program. 
Most producers favor testing slaughter 
cattle at the market or testing dry cows 
to determine the extent of Bangs in a 
given area or herd. If the infection is 
low (one per cent or less) or non-ex- 
istent, then the area could become a 
modified accredited area. 

For our information, while we were 
getting signatures on the petition for 
the vaccination plan, we asked the live- 
stock producers if they would be in 
favor of the test and slaughter plan and 
we found that approximately 90 per cent 
were against this plan. 

The small producers can get their 
animals vaccinated by a_ veterinarian 
more economically if they cooperate 
with each other and get their calves 
vaccinated on the same day that the 
veterinarian is in their neighborhood. 
The main objection to the vaccination 
plan will be eliminated if the cost to the 
small producer is kept low.

ers on the market and on the range, 
resulted in a demand for breeding stock; 
and for this reason the Lasater Ranch 
began selling Beefmasters for breeding 
purposes. 

All breeding of Beefmaster cattle has 
been carried on under range conditions. 
For this reason bloodlines and _ blood 
percentages are not of an exact nature; 
but it is estimated that Beefmasters 
are a little under half Brahman and 
the balance about equally divided be- 
tween Shorthorn and Hereford. The 
Lasater conception of genetics is that a 
breedcr soon molds a herd of cattle into 
his idea of what they should be through 
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the selective process. It is immaterial 
to be concerned about exact percentages 
of blood at the beginning of a breeding 
program because after a number of 
generations a breeder will so alter his 
initial herd that the exact percentages of 
blood with which he started will no 
longer have any real meaning.

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“The most difficult factor in any breed- 
ing program is keeping it simple. The 
successful breeder should have a well- 
defined but limited number of objectives 
to make the most progress. While the 
cattleman usually looks first at color 
of hide and shape of head, we must 
remember that the first thing the packer 
does is cut off the head and remove 
the hide.” 

As a matter of fact, Beefmasters 
down through the years have shown a 
natural tendency to become more uni- 
form in color and in each generation a 
higher percentage is red. Lasater is 
glad this is so, but the Beefmaster has 
been developed with only one primary 
purpose in mind—to produce the most 
pounds of high quality beef for the least 
amount of money. Selection has been on 
six essentials which Lasater believes 
contribute most toward meeting this 
goal. They are disposition, fertility, 
weight, conformation, hardiness and milk 
production. There is no set yardstick 
or measurement for these factors in- 
dividually. Lasater explains, “We don’t 
follow any set formula as to how many 
percentage points we give each of the 
six essentials. There is a good reason. 
For example, at first, culling because 
of disposition probably ran up to 10 per 
cent in some instances. We have made 
a lot of progress in this department 
and now it is less than one per cent. 
Naturally, our progress will be faster 
on the other five essentials now, and 
just as water seeks its own level, from 
time to time we’ll put heavier emphasis 
on one or more characteristic in order 
to make our over-all progress as rapid 
and uniform as possible.” 

The guiding principle in the Beef- 
master breeding philosophy is simplicity. 
“We make as few decisions as possible 
and let nature make as many as pos- 
sible. We do not try to improve on the 
laws of nature, we only try to make 
the best use of them.” 

Success of this formula has_ been 
demonstrated both in experimental trials 
and the more practical test of the com- 
mercial market place. A group of Beef- 
master cows brought the extreme top 
of the day a couple of years ago on the 
Denver stockyards, and Beefmaster bulls 
early made history in performance test- 
ing trials. 

At this time Beefmasters for commer- 
cial slaughter are still somewhat limited 
because most of the stock is used for 
breeding purposes. However, some of 
Lasater’s most satisfied customers are 
commercial cattlemen whose profits de- 
pend on the weight and kind of carcass 
which hangs on the hook.

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from missed market calves whether due 
to failure of the cow to breed or of the 
calf to wean. The bull which is not 
fertile is of little concern to Lasater, 
because this bull will not transmit his 
weakness. To a lesser degree this also 
holds true for other characteristics re- 
lated to fertility. The bull that lies in 
the shade is just as worthless as the 
bull whose sperm is not viable, and the 
end result is all the same—no calves. 
“Science can tell us whether a bull has 
active sperm, but what we are looking 
for is a fool proof method of cetermin- 
ing whether a bull is a breeder under 
practical range conditions .. . condi- 
tions where he’s competing with other 
bulls and has to be aggressive to get 
the job done. A paternity blood test 
for calves, to show which one of per- 
haps 10 bulls in a pasture sires the most 
calves, would be helpful. That way, we’d 
know which bulls were resting around 
the water holes and which ones are 
sticking to one side of the pasture. As it 
is now we believe we have the best pro- 
gram possible in producing the kind of 
bulls that will get the job done under 
practical range conditions.” 

You will not find muck of the typical 
cowboy gear around the Lasater Ranch, 
and there’s a sound reason .. . two of 
them, in fact. In the first place any cow 
that shows up with a caked udder, or 
has trouble calving, or what have you, 
is culled. Over the past several genera- 
tions this has resulted in a herd re- 
markably free from these defects, as 
well as others. There has never been a 
reactor to Bangs or T. B. in the Colo- 
rado herd. He has never had a dwarf, 
and Beefmasters do not have pinkeye 
or cancer eye. In the _ second place, 
Lasater contends that to keep a good 
cowpony good, he must have practice, 
so he would rather not have this kind 
of pony or cowboy around. It all comes 
under the category of hardiness. “I’m 
not in this business to play nursemaid 
to a bunch of cows.” This extends to his 
supplemental feeding, and one of the 
keystones of the entire program is 
ability of cows to rough it in good 
condition. 

Perhaps no single factor is as impor- 
tant in commercial beef production as 
weight, and Beefmasters do themselves 
proud in this category. The celebrated 
bull calf Don Elefante, in a demonstra- 
tion on the Walker White Ranch at 
Mason, Texas, back in 1948, was weaned 
at the age of nine months, and one day 
weighing 906 pounds. Average weight of 
17 bulls hit the 668-pound mark at 
eight months and the heifers scored 565 
pounds —all this without any supple- 
mental feed for the calves and only 2% 
pounds of 32 per cent protein range 
cubes for 70 days for their dams. As 
Lasater so aptly puts it, “Weight is the 
common denominator of the beef busi- 
ness. The cheapest weight to produce is 
the weight produced through breeding, 
and the only way to properly distribute 
weight is through breeding.”

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Lasater says, however, that he would 
rather not complicate his breeding pro- 
gram with a factor that can be con- 
trolled for 25 cents a head. He is much 
interested in the possibilities he 
sees in performance testing and arti- 
fical insemination. Recently his eyes 
flashed with excitement when he asked, 
“What do you suppose our national rate 
of gain would be if every cow in the 
country was bred to one of the top 15 
or 20 bulls, regardless of breed? Arti- 
ficial insemination is the first real tool 
the cattle industry has come up with 
which offers us the same kind of prog- 
ress that has been made in the fields 
of transportation, industry and com- 
munications . . . the kind of progress 
which during the past hundred years 
saw message sending change from smoke 
signal to radio.”

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Many innovations introduced by Tom 
Lasater, while developing the Beefmas- 
ter breed, have approached the revolu- 
tionary, or so it has seemed to the con- 
ventional breeder. His multiple sire herd, 
early testing and weaning weights and 
Beefmaster Plan all attracted wide at- 
tention. The latter is a merchandising 
device whereby a buyer signs a contract 
to buy cattle from the Lasater Ranch in 
advance and the Lasater Ranch in turn 
signs a contract to supply the cattle at 
a price published in a contract. The 
objective of the Beefmaster Plan is to 
bring the benefits of the American sys- 
tem of mass production and distribution 
to the production and distribution of 
breeding cattle. The plan makes Beef- 
masters available to every cattle raiser 
at a reasonable price, no matter where 
he lives or what size his cattle oper- 
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ations are. 

Although Beefmasters are a recog- 
nized breed, they have no herd book or 
registry association. Anyone who wants 
to raise Beefmasters is invited to sign 
a contract which states they are entitled 
to use the copyrighted name “Beefmas- 
ter” providing that it is prefixed with 
the name of the breeder or the name 
of his ranch—hence, Casey Beefmasters, 
India Beefmasters, etc. 

Lasater recognizes any animal as a 
Beefmaster after three top crosses. This 
is nothing but right, he believes, be- 
cause at this point the percentage of 
outside blood (one-eighth) will have 
very little influence on the progress of 
the herd when compared to the influence 
of the individual breeder’s selection for 
those traits he deems most important. 

This goes hand in hand with the 
breeding philosophy Lasater summed up 
in a talk at the Stockman’s Short Course 
at Washington State University two 
years ago. “All livestock should be 
bred and raised and performance tested 
under the environmental conditions under 
which they are to be used. This gives 
nature’s powers full chance to exert 
their influence at each stage in the de- 
velopment of the animal, and the breed- 
er may see, without the hindrance of a 
superficial or different environment ex- 
actly how each individual animal re- 
acts to the various changes from season 
to season, wet years to dry years, etc. 
Let nature’s own system of breeding, 
that is ‘the survival of the fittest’ reign 
supreme.” 

Lasater’s herd, in itself, demonstrates 
the soundness of his approach. Origi- 
nating in the brush country of South 
Texas and bred there for years, his cat- 
tle readily adapted to the high open 
country around Matheson, Colo., when 
he decided to move his base of oper- 
ations in 1950. 

Beefmasters continue to show their 
adaptability with each passing year as 
the breed moves on to wider and wider 
horizons. Only the top end—usually 
around 30 per cent—of the male calves 
dropped are sold each year as bulls; but 
the influence of these cattle and those 
sold by other Beefmaster breeders is 
reflected in the increased numbers of 
both Beefmaster cattle and new breeders 
in the United States today. Many for- 
eigners also have shown considerable 
interest in this unique breed. Lasater’s 
guest book is sprinkled liberally with 
addresses which range from the far 
reaches of Asia to the interior of South 
America, Africa, and the near East. 

He sees exciting new possibilities for 
the beef industry in the upcoming dec- 
ade. For his own part, he is initiating a 
fall calving program this year. This, 
like other developments initiated in his 
Beefmaster program in former years, is 
in answer to a definite need, as Lasater 
sees it. 

More than any other factor, this per- 
haps accounts for the success of the 
Beefmaster. It is a breed which from 
the beginning has been bred to meet the 
needs of today and the challenges of to- 
morrow.

Brahman Blood the 
Master Mix

highly-functional sweat glands help; but 
recent research indicates this isn’t as 
important as once thought. Of additional 
help is the abundance of loose hide, in- 
cluding the accordion-pleated dewlap, 
which provides extra area for the radia- 
tion of heat. The short, smooth hair also 
aids greater escape of heat, as there is 
no tendency to capture an insulating 
layer of air around the surface of the 
body. The light, glossy hair of the aver- 
age Brahman increases resistance to in- 
tense sunlight by reflecting much of the 
sun’s rays. Perhaps the greatest contri- 
bution to their heat tolerance comes 
from basic physiological differences due 
to hormones or enzymes. Carefully con- 
trolled studies revealed that Brahmans 
produce less internal body heat in hot 
weather than do cattle of Bos taurus 
breeding. 

The Brahman’s resistance to ticks and 
other insect pests is largely responsible 
for its early foothold on southern cattle 
ranches. Part of this resistance is due 
to the Brahman being able to snake 
insects from their skin through the use 
of the well-developed muscular mem- 
brane just under the hide. However, a 
major part is probably due to a fluid 
called sebum which is secreted through 
the pores of the skin and acts as an 
insect repellant. Brahmans spend a lot 
of time grazing out in the sunshine, 
thus leaving most insects behind in the 
shade. These three factors, coupled with 
the short, sparse hair and dense-tex- 
tured skin of the breed, afford the Brah- 
man considerable protection against 
ticks, mosquitoes, serewworms, and simi- 
lar pests. 

Since Brahmans are not bothered by 
ticks, they are practically immuned to 
Texas fever. Observations indicate that 
they seldom have pink eye. Enough 
Brahman blood seems to help keep down 
anaplasmosis (probably by giving pro- 
tection against insect vectors), but 
Brahmans are not immune to this costly 
disease. 

The American Brahman is noted for 
its fertility and reproductive ability. 
Louisiana State University maintains 
purebred herds of all four major beef 
breeds for teaching purposes, and rec- 
ords for the past several years indicate 
that the Brahman herd is tops on re- 
productive efficiency. 


Bulls Are Potent Breeders 

Brahman bulls are usually potent 
breeders. Cattlemen have observed that 
Brahman bulls herd their cows well and 
do not render excessive services to cows 
in heat. Thus, fewer Brahman bulls are 
needed for a given number of cows un- 
der pasture mating conditions. 

Long reproductive life is character- 
istic of the breed. It is not uncommon 
to find Brahman cows up to 20 years 
of age in regular production. Likewise, 
many bulls remain in service past 15 
years of age. This past season LSU 
pasture-mated a 16-year-old bull on 
one of its Brahman herds. 
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As a good rustler on range or pas- 
ture, the Brahman has an _ enviable 
reputation. They stand very poor graz- 
ing conditions and can live on forage 
that would not sustain many other types 
of cattle. They prefer to graze out into 
the sun on even the hottest day. Con- 
sequently, they spend more time eating 
and less time resting in the shade. They 
drink less water, so they will graze 
further out into the pasture away from 
water. 

From experience as a cattle buyer in 
Florida several years ago, I found that 
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grass-fat steers carrying a noticeable 
amount of Brahman blood consistently 
yielded 1% to 2 per cent more than com- 
parable non-Brahman steers. Dense 
bone, smaller digestive tracts, and trim 
middles all contributed to the higher 
dressing percentages. The carcasses 
from animals of Brahman breeding also 
tended to have a higher cutting per- 
centage of edible meat with less wast- 
age. ;

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Brahman in crossbreeding. It is generally 
conceded that the rapid rise in popular- 
ity of the American Brahman has been 
due to its value for crossing with the 
European breeds. 


Crossbreeding 

Crossbreeding is the mating of pure- 
bred sires to: (1) purebred or high- 
grade females of another breed, or (2) 
crossbred females produced from crosses 
of two or more breeds. The practice has 
become popular in many areas for the 
commercial production of meat animals. 
In general, crossbreeding tends to in- 
crease: (1) reproductive rate, (2) 
growth rate, (3) vigor and vitality, and 
(4) overall production. These beneficial 
effects are commonly called “hybrid 
vigor.” 

Each breed of livestock has some good 
genes and some less desirable, or bad, 
genes. However, the good and bad genes 
in two different breeds are not likely 
to be exactly the same. This leads to the 
hybrid vigor of the crossbred offspring. 
For example, a Shorthorn bull may have 
the genes aa, BB, cc, and DD for certain 
traits (good genes represented by capi- 
tal letters and bad genes by small let- 
ters). However, a Brahman cow may 
have genes AA, bb, CC, and dd. The off- 
spring from this cross will carry the 
genes Aa, Bb, Cc, and Dd. Thus, the 
weak a gene from the Shorthorn is 
strengthened by the A from the Brah- 
man; and so on. The beneficial effects 
come from the fact that the favorable 
effects of the good, dominant genes tend 
to cover up the unfavorable effects of 
the bad, recessive genes. 

The greater the genetical difference 
between parents, the greater will be the 
hybrid vigor of the crossbred offspring. 
This is true because there is an in- 
creased possibility and tendency for un- 
like genes to be paired off in the cross- 
bred if the parents have fewer genes in 
common. This is one reason why the 
Brahman has been used as the “Master- 
Mix” with cattle of Bos taurus breeding. 

Crossbreeding tends to increase the 
market merit but to lower the breeding 
value of the offspring because of the 
increased impurity of the gene pairs. 
Thus, crossbred animals lack uniformity 
in their offspring when used for breed- 
ing. However, crossbred females are 
popular in commercial production be- 
cause better reproductive rates and im- 
proved mothering ability usually results 
from their hybrid vigor. Calves are 
mainly dependent on the cow for about 
433 days (283 days before and about 150 
days after birth); thus, anything that 
materially improves the cow in vigor 
should greatly benefit her calves. Ac- 
tually, there is about as much additional 
benefit from keeping crossbred cows for 
breeding as there is in making an orig- 
inal cross. 

The advantage that the crossbred cow 
holds for improved reproductive per- 
formance and increased milking ability 
more than compensates for the lack of 
uniformity in her offspring. However, 
crossbred bulls should not be used as 
sires, because one of the parents must 
be purebred in order to stabilize the sys-

The calves benefit directly from the 
increased vigor of the crossbred cow 
during pregnancy and up to weaning, 
hut they do not benefit in any such 
ianner from the increased vigor of a 
crossbred sire. Consequently, there is no 
favorable factor to compensate for the 
lack of uniformity in the offspring of 
crossbred bulls. 
Crossbreeding Experiments 

Some of the earliest known official ex- 
periments with Brahman crossbreeding 
were started at LSU in 1928. The USDA 
in cooperation with the Louisiana Ex- 
periment Station started work in cross- 
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breeding Brahmans at the Iberia Live- 
stock Experiment Farm at Jeanerette, 
La., at about the same time. Currently, 
LSU is conducting one of the country’s 
most extensive crossbreeding projects 
involving Brahman cattle. The project 
was initiated in 1952, under the guid- 
ance of Dr. R. A. Damon, Jr., and is 
now under the guidance of Dr. R. S. 
Temple, who took over as project leader 
in 1959. 

Females from the Angus, Hereford, 
Brahman, and Brangus breeds were 
mated to bulls from the Angus, Here- 
ford, Brahman, Brangus, Charolais, and 
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Pants and Jackets

kinds of first-cross cattle and main- 
tained four straight-bred breeds. Now 
the project is moving into a comparison 
of first-cross, backcross, and three-breed 
cross cattle. The project will furnish 
information on the extent of hybrid 
vigor and will provide improved knowl- 
edge as to the best means of carrying 
out a crossing program. 

Under the conditions of this study, 
crosses among the Brahman and the 
other breeds showed a considerable ad- 
vantage over the pure breeds for wean- 
ing weights, whereas there appeared to 
be little or no advantage to be gained 
by crossing among the English breeds. 
The data revealed that the crosses, were 
generally superior when the Brahman 
breeding was in the females. Brangus 
cows raised calves that were consider- 
ably heavier than those raised by the 
other three breeds. The Brahman cows 
weaned calves at significantly heavier 
weights than did Angus and Hereford 
cows. Thus, the value of part or all 
Brahman breeding for superior mother- 
ing ability under southeastern condi- 
tions is clearly indicated. 

Weaning grades corresponded closely 
with weaning weights. Eight of the 
eleven types of calves grading highest 
on slaughter calf grade were out of 
Brahman and Brangus females. This 
again demonstrates the value of Brah- 
man blood in cows used for slaughter 
calf production. 

On the basis of the four pure breeds 
and twenty kinds of first-cross cattle 
produced during the first five calving 
seasons, the following crosses appear to 
offer considerable promise for the com- 
mercial beef producer: 

1. Brahman bulls on Angus females. 
This cross ranked first on weight-per- 
day-of-age from birth to approximately 
14 months of age; second on slaughter 
steer grades and third on carcass grades 
as short yearlings; fourth on slaugh- 
ter calf grades; and fourth on rate of 
gain on feed when fed a limited sup- 
plement on pasture for 168 days after 
weaning. 

2. Brahman bulls on Hereford females. 
This cross ranked first on rate of gain 
on feed; second on weight-per-day-of- 
age; third on tenderness; and sixth on 
slaughter steer grade. 

3. Charolais bulls on Brahman females. 
This cross ranked first on weaning 
weights and fourth on rib-eye area. 

4. Hereford bulls on Brahman females. 
This cross ranked second on slaughter 
calf grades; fourth on weaning weights 
and weight-per-day-of-age; and eighth 
on rate of gain on feed, steer slaughter 
grades, and carcass grades as_ short 
yearlings. Even to the casual visitor to 
the project, this cross looks good and 
immediately captures attention. (A re- 
search worker from the Philippines told 
me recently that they had an extremely 
promising foundation for a new cattle 
breed underway prior to World War II 
—the breeding was approximately %

A scientific feeding of a num- 
ber of steers in the largest com- 
mercial feedlot in Texas clearly 
demonstrated the superior re- 
sults produced by a highly effec- 
tive worm killer. 

The steers were divided into 
two pens for a twelve week pe- 
riod and were fed exactly the 
same rations.

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during their invasion and occupation of 
the Philippines.) 

5. Hereford bulls on Brangus females. 
This cross ranked first on slaughter 
calf grades; third on weaning weights; 
and eighth on weight-per-day-of-age. 

Considerable information has _ been 
accumulated from these first-cross cross- 
breds as to the types of cattle that are 
most desirable for beef production, espe- 
cially under Gulf Coast conditions. Final 
conclusions can not be made, however, 
until the backcross and three-breed cross 
studies are completed. 

There is pretty general agreement 
that the use of some Brahman blood in- 
creases cattle adaptability in the South. 
However, many ranchers shy away from 
the extra records, additional breeding 
pastures, and extra bulls needed to 
carry on a systematic crossbreeding pro- 
gram. Without these, they know that 
crossbreeding becomes merely a “mix- 
ing” of breeding, resulting in a mongrel 
bunch of “genetically confused” cattle. 

New Beef Breeds 

To avoid continual crossbreeding to 
gain adaptability, some breeders have 
developed or are in the process of de- 
veloping several new beef cattle breeds 
which carry some Brahman breeding. 
These include such new and near breeds 
as the Santa Gertrudis, Brangus, Beef- 
master, and Charbray. The _ breeders 
have directed their efforts toward com- 
bining the grazing ability, thriftiness, 
parasite resistance, and growth poten- 
tial transmitted to crossbreds by the 
Brahman with the additional beefiness 
of the European breeds. 

Where environmental and/or economic 
conditions seem to favor the formation 
of a new breed, the question immediately 
arises: should a new breed be developed 
from a crossbred foundation or should 
intense selection be practiced for the 
desired characteristics within an exist- 
ing breed? The crossbred foundation 
appears in order if no existing breed 
comes close to filling the need and if a 
cross between breeds appears to meet 
the requirements. We would not think 
of looking for a beef-type cow in a dairy 
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herd if hundreds of beef cattle were 
available at a ranch just up the road 
a bit! However, that is just about what 
we are doing if we claim that we can 
remodel a breed by continued selection 
to any pattern needed. 

Breeders have not been able to get a 
combination of genes into any one breed 
that would make it superior in all traits 
for all conditions. One breed may pos- 
sess genes that suit it for a particular 
set of environmental conditions, whereas 
another breed may possess genes more 
nearly ideal for another combination of 
conditions. Perhaps neither breed is 
more efficient under a third set of con- 
ditions, although each may possess some 
genes that would be highly desirable 
under the new circumstances. If the de- 
sired genes from each breed could be 
fixed into a new breed, then it might 
closely approach the ideal for the new 
set of conditions. 

An excellent example of this is the 
Santa Gertrudis breed of cattle. The 
breed was developed by securing some 
genes from the Brahman and some from 
the Shorthorn. The resulting new gene 
complex serves better under Gulf Coast 
conditions than either of the original 
complexes. 

In brief, deliberate breed construction 
for a given purpose involves the choice 
of foundation animals that appear likely 
to contribute the appropriate genes to 
their descendants. The breeder follows 
up with methods of selection and mating 
likely to bring the genes together to 
produce the desired genotypes of suitable 
gene combinations. 

If you are looking for genes to put 
more money in your jeans, don’t forget 
the Brahman. If you need bred-in resis- 
tance to diseases and parasites, improved 
reproductive performance, rustling abil- 
ity, growth potential, heat tolerance, and 
increased dressing yields, add the “Mas- 
ter-Mix” to your present cow herd and 
let it start working for you.

ches, the wildest, fiercest Indians on the 
North American continent. Their home 
range was the Staked Plains and the 
caprock fastnesses of Palo Duro Canyon 
although they ranged far south into 
Mexico, east into what was to become 
the Kansas Territory and through the 
mesas and plains of the entire South- 
west. 

The Comanches raided caravans for 
the finery which the freighters were 
bringing in to the pioneer merchants; 
they made forays into Texas and Mexico, 
running off stock, rifling the ranches 
and haciendas of everything of value, 
killing the men, and taking the women 
and children captive. This was the blood- 
stained booty that Jose and the other 
Comancheros got in return for their 
cheap and shoddy merchandise. 

This trade was an old one, dating 
from the early part of the eighteenth 
century. At first, the Comancheros had 
loaded their mules with dried pumpkin, 
corn and frijoles, and had gone out to 
trade with the Comanches for robes and 
buffalo meat. By the time the first 
American traders and explorers began 
crossing the plains, the trade was so 
well established that travelers remarked 
about the well-traveled trails and the 
deep ruts made by the wooden-wheeled 
carts. 

Zebulen Pike, in 1832, reported seeing 
the trails made by the Comancheros’ 
broad-wheeled carretas. Seven years 
later, Josiah Gregg, mentioned seeing 
the trails, the camping sites and even 
the slinking traders, themselves. 

By 1860, the trade had established 
regular meeting places agreed upon by 
the Indians and traders. One well-known 
rendezvous was Las Langas, “the 
tongues,” so named because the Coman- 
ches, Kiowas, Lipans, Mexicans and 
whites met there and when they began 
to barter in their various jargons, it 
sounded like a veritable Babel. 

Another bartering place was Las Te- 
covas, “the tents.”’ This wilderness trad- 
ing post, located about twenty-five miles 
northeast of the present city of Ama- 
rillo, took its name from the tents which 
the traders pitched near the springs 
which were later to be the site of the 
headquarters of the Frying Pan ranch. 

Old Tascosa a Crossroads Store 

Old Tascosa, protected by the river 
breaks of the Canadian and located in 
that part of the Panhandle, now known 
as Oldham county, was also a ‘cross- 
roads store.” It was a favorable site 
because it was on a convenient route to 
the settlements in New Mexico. 

“Mucho Que,” meaning “much of that 
(business)” has not been fully identi- 
fied. However, it is possible that it was 
in the vicin ty of the Yellow House Can- 
yon, at the .ead of the Brazos, near the 
present town of Muleshoe, Texas. 

Between the western border of the 
Cross Timbers and the Staked Plains 
lay a buffer region bordering on the

Pease River. This was a never, never 
country of wild red broken hills, the last 
refuge of desperate men where the wa- 
ter was brakish and the game scarce. 
Across it crawled the bitter trail which 
led to the “Valley of Tears.” 

The Valle de Las Lagrinas, the 
“Valley of Tears” near Quitaque, re- 
ceived its name because it was used as 
a kind of slave market, or place where 
the captives taken in kidnaping raids 
were separated, and apportioned among 
the various tribes taking part in the 
raid. Here, the Comanches tore weep- 
ing children from their mothers in order 
to divide the “plunder” among the wide- 
ly separated bands. Even the callous 
Comancheros who witnessed this poign- 
ant spectacle, were touched and called 
the place the “Valley of Tears.” 

These wilderness trading posts were 
snug retreats which were always located 
near living waters, sheltered from the 
wild winds that ravished the plains but 
far from the eyes of government author- 
ities and the avenging guns of the 
Texans. They consisted of curiously built 
caves, in the high banks, or bluffs, remi- 
niscent of the cave dwellings of Arizona 
and New Mexico.* 

Live Cattle Best Plunder 

Frequently, the loot brought in con- 
sisted almost wholly of cattle and 
horses. Live Texas cattle, ‘on the hoof,” 
were much more profitable and more 
easily disposed of than other plunder. 

After the Civil War, cattle came to 
have a greater marketable value and 
the Indians were not slow to learn this. 
Neither were they slow in supplying 
themselves with this more-easily trans- 
ported commodity. Moreover, cattle were 
readily procured in unlimited numbers 
from Texas. This stock was later bar- 
tered to the Comancheros for various 
items, including guns, ammunition and 
whiskey. 

The establishment of Fort Bascom 
(1863) set the stage for the Indian 
cattle raids on a large scale. Beef was 
now needed not only for the soldiers sta- 
tioned in the fort located on the north 
bank of the Canadian, but also for the 
Indians on nearby reservations. 

Daring cattlemen, seeking new outlets 
for their cattle, pointed their herds 
north. Charles Goodnight and Oliver 
Loving trailed the first herd from Texas 
to New Mexico, blazing a new route 
which followed an ancient Indian trail 
most of the way. Soon, thousands of 
cattle were taking the long trail from 
Texas to the forts and reservations far 
to the north. 

The Indians were not slow in recog- 
nizing this made-to-order opportunity. 
They went into camp around Horsehead 
Crossing and on the Pecos, and stole a 
part—or all—of every herd making the 
crossing. 

*Capt. R. G. Carter left this description of one 
of these trading places, on Duck Creek, slightly 


more than a day’s march north of the Double 
Mountains, on the Brazos. 
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Cattle thievery became so prevalent 
that one Indian agent* reported “an un- 
restrained commerce . . . between the 
Comanches and the Mexican traders. !n 
fact,” he said, “the territory was filled 
with Texas cattle.” 

Thousands of Cattle Stolen 

Indeed, it was estimated by the late 
Colonel Goodnight that the Comanches 
stole a total of 300,000 head of cattle 
and some 100,000 horses. However, John 
Hitson, another Texas cattleman made a 
more conservative approximation. He 
fixed the total at 100,000 head of cattle 
stolen over a period of twenty years. 

A great, broad trail over which the 
Comanches drove their stolen stock ex- 
tended from the northeast settlements 
of central Texas to the ominous caprock 
of the Llano Estacado. Here, from their 
vast upland stronghold, the embittered 
Comanches looked down on the ragged, 
restless fringe of the ever-encroaching 
white settlements. They fought off these 
invasions on Indian country in the only 
way they could, fighting fiercely to drive 
out these unwelcome intruders. 

The profits from this illicit trade 
were enormous, and the Comancheros 
were frequently financed by merchants 
in Las Vegas and Santa Fe. These mer- 
chants, largely as a result of this 
contrabando trade, carried on a great 
volume of business. 

Sometimes wealthy Americans fi- 
nanced the Comancheros, reaping a 
handsome profit on their investment. 
The traders and their backers lived the 
lives of gentlemen, taking time off from 
their business to go on buffalo hunts, 
merely for amusement. 

Government Property Bartered 

In some instances, United States 
Army officers conspired with the trad- 
ers at the New Mexico border forts to 
profit at the expense of the government, 
bartering government property for 
contrabando. Where else could the trad- 
ers have procured the hardtack (which 
was an item of their stock-in-trade), or 
the blue army wagons in which they 
transported their merchandise? 

Occasionally a person would partici- 
pate in this trade unknowingly. One 
such person, the wife of a Fort Bascom 
army officer, sent a copper kettle and 
a Navajo blanket with the Comancheros. 
On their return she found, to her great 
amazement, that she was in the cattle 
business, as the owner of twelve head of 
cattle. History does not state whether 
or not she had any further dealings 
with the traders. 

The Comancheros reaped a golden 
profit from this trade. They were al- 
lowed the pick of the mules in camp for 
a keg of whiskey; ten pounds of coffee 
was worth a pack horse while the In- 
dians got little or nothing for a buffalo 
hide. 

But not all was profit. Sometimes cer- 
tain of the young and shrewder bucks, 
headed a raiding party, overtaking the 
traders who had just concluded a highly 
satisfactory barter and were leisurely 
making their way back to the settle-

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ments. At gun point, these insolent 
young bucks took back the stock they had 
just traded to the Comancheros. 

Since the traders had no permit to do 
business with the Indians, they dared 
not report their loss to the Indian agent. 
Consequently, they had to swallow their 
wrath and mark the day’s business down 
as a loss. 

Ruts Visible for Years 

The trails leading to the various 
trading places were as clear and plain 
in the sixties and seventies as the roads 
of today. The ruts made by the two- 
wheeled carretas of the traders could 


be seen on the plains for years after 
the country had been settled by the pio- 
neer cattlemen and settlers. 
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Sometimes the traders arrived at the 
rendezvous when the Indians had no 
stock in camp. Then according to one 
authority* “the Mexican traders lend 
their pistols and horses to the Indians 
to make a raid on Texas ranches. The 
traders remained in camp, making merry 
over the prospect of “mucho cantra- 
bando” until the Comanches returned 
with the desired stock”.** 

Jose Pieda Tafoya no longer hummed. 
He no longer swayed comfortably with 
the movement of the wagon. He sat up, 
and scanned the country in every direc- 
tion for an ambush. His caravan of 
carts and wagons was nearing the bad- 
lands, the rocklocked Palo Duro region. 


Again, he signaled one of his men. 
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“Keep a sharp lookout for Blackfoot,” 
he ordered. 

Jose’s beady black eyes flashed with 
anger, but behind that anger ‘ay stark 
fear. He and the other Comancheros 
feared the terrible Blackfoot. 


“Blackfoot” Smith 

“Blackfoot” Smith—his real name was 
John Simpson—was a trader. Sometimes 
he traded for Bents’ Fort, sometimes 
for himself, dependent on his mood, for 
Blackfoot had no more ethics than a 
jackrabbit. He was a strange man. Fre- 
quently, he sang hymns and just as often 
he cursed in two languages. He was a 
curious mixture of goodness and evil; 
cleverness and meanness, caution and 
recklessness. 

He had a wife from the Blackfoot 
tribe and his camp was usually filled 
with his wife’s relatives, who had a 
definite place in Blackfoot’s schemes. 
He always demanded tribute from the 
Comancheros, insisting they were tres- 
passing on his trading grounds, so he 
had a right to a “cut” on their profits. 
The traders indignantly refused to pay. 

Thereupon, Blackfoot called the young 
bucks to help him. Then he emptied the 
sacks of the traders upon the ground 
while the cowering traders looked on 
helplessly. Blackfoot then shouted for 
the women to come and help themselves 
to the plunder. After that he had no 
trouble in collecting his tax. However, 
the Comancheros always kept a sharp 
lookout for him. 

Tafoya’s men were as anxious as he 
to elude Blackfoot, so they scanned every 
bush and rock suspiciously, but the wily 
Simpson was far away. 

Jose used many carts and wagons, 
heavily loaded with goods for the Indian 
trade. The old Comanchero operated on 
a grand scale, financed and backed, it 
was said, by some of the officers at 
Fort Bascom. The terrain was rugged 
and rocky and the drivers had great 
difficulty in crossing without upsetting 
their wagons. They goaded the straining 
oxen with much shouting and cracking 
of their long whips. 

In the midst of the clamor, a horse- 
man rode up to the lead wagon. 

“Where are your customers, the Co- 
manches?” he asked. 

Jose maintained a dignified silence. 


Colonel Ranold S. MacKenzie 


The horseman was Colonel Ranold S. 
MacKenzie, a dour and direct Scot who 
had no love for the traders. He placed 
Jose Pieda Tafoya under arrest and 
questioned him about his rendezvous with 
the Comanches. Tafoya still refused to 
talk, or disclose the whereabouts of his 
friends, the Comanches. 

The dour colonel, however, had his 
own means of securing information. 
Since there were no trees in the area, 
he ordered his men to prop up the 
tongue of a wagon. Then they strung 
Tafoya up on this impromptu “tree.” 

The old Comanchero speedily found

his tongue. He was, in fact, positively 
voluble in giving the necessary infor- 
mation. Through this information the 
iurmy officer and his men found the 
main Comanche village in Palo Duro 
Canyon. There, they surprised the In- 
dians and routed them, dealing a de- 
cisive blow in the Indian campaign, 
which the plains troops had been waging. 
This marked the beginning of the end 
for the Comancheros and their illicit 
trade, 


In addition to Colonel MacKenzie and 
Blackfoot, the traders had yet another 
powerful enemy in the white buffalo 
hunters. Like most plainsmen, the buf- 
falo hunters hated horse thieves and 
had the utmost contempt for the Coman- 
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cheros who dealt in this stolen stock, 
hoping to make a profit from another 
man’s loss. 

On one occasion, a crew of hunters 
routed a large encampment of the trad- 
ers who were waiting for a rendezvous 
with the Comanches. 

Again, in a battle on the Yellow 
House, the hunters defeated the Indians, 
who withdrew in confusion. The Co- 
manches, stinging from the defeat and 
anxious to avenge themselves on their 
enemy, raided the plains territory as 
far south as Fort Griffith. They stole 
every horse they could find, leaving 
nearly a hundred hunters on foot. 

About thirty of these hunters, under 
the leadership of Jim Greathouse, and 
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including “Sol” Reese, set out on bor- 
rowed horses to retake their own mounts 
and punish the Indians. During their 
search, they chanced upon twelve traders 
waiting for a rendezvous with the In- 
dians. The infuriated hunters charged 
the Comancheros’ camp and killed every 
one of the traders. 

The Comanches and other plains In- 
dians resented the white buffalo hunters 
who were killing the buffaloes. These 
animals were the commissary of the In- 
dian, providing him with food, shelter 
and clothing. 

By the late ’sixties, the buffaloes were 
practically gone. On the plains, only 
great racks of whitening bones remained 
to remind one of the great animals that 
once roamed there. The destruction of 
the buffaloes by the white hunters who 
defied the Medicine Lodge Treaty (by 
hunting on the plains) served as a 
powerful force in driving the Coman- 
ches back to their reservation in Okla- 
homa. This same force also put an end 
to the Mexican traders and their contra- 
band trade. 

Jose, like his friends, saw the hand- 
writing on the wall. Moreover, his nerves 
were too badly shattered to risk another 
encounter witi: vhe resourceful Colonel 
MacKenzie. Now, cut off from his illicit 
trade with the Indians, he determined 
to retire. 

Many of the Comancheros decided to 
return to the sheep business, which they 
had practiced in a small way as a side- 
line to their more remunerative business. 
They were well acquainted with the 
plains rezion and knew that the Cana- 
dian Valley, covered with short mes- 
quite grass was ideal sheep range. 


Head for Canadian Valley 


Accordingly, they loaded all their pos- 
sessions in the blue army wagons and, 
with their families riding in cumbersome 
Concord coaches—placed in the center of 
the caravan for protection—they headed 
for the Canadian Valley. Their great 
flocks of sheep followed. 

There, they built haciendas and reared 
their families in luxury. They sent their 
sons and daughters East to school. There 
were fiestas and balles. Old Jose smoked 
and visited with his friends as became 
a man of substance. Sometimes these 
men, once traders to the Indians, spoke 
of the trading places: Las Langas, Las 
Tecovas, Mucho Quo and the bitter trail 
that led to the “Valley of Tears.” These 
crossroads stores lay in ruin, deserted 
and lone. The Comanches were gone. 
The buffaloes were gone. So passed the 
traders to the Indians, the Comancheros.

characteristics imposed by the rugged 
environment—the ability to survive. So, 
in all these and a variety of other cir- 
cumstances, man has consciously or un- 
consciously molded his cattle into many 
forms to fit his purposes. There is not 
space to mention here, even briefly, all 
the types and breeds that have emerged, 
but they will be described in broad out- 

line later. 

It is evident from the foregoing dis- 
cussion that cattle have had to adapt 
to quite different environments in vari- 
ous parts of the world. We know so 
little of the development of cattle from 
the time they were first domesticated 
up to the time when man first began 
to record his history in rather complete 
form that we can only guess at the 
processes by which two such distinct 
types as the Bos taurus cattle of Europe 
and the Bos indicus cattle of southern 
Asia emerged. Nor do we know mucn 
of how these two present-day major 
types spread over the land masses of 
Europe, Asia and Africa and in some 
cases to islands quite distant from the 
shores of Asia and Africa. For example, 
how did it come about that the early 
navigators who discovered Madagascar 
in 1506 found there large herds of 
Zebu cattle obviously derived from In- 
dian stock and somewhat like a breed 
called the Ponwar, which is found in 
the Himalayan foothill region of Uttar 
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Pradesh in north central India? To 
what degree had types differentiated be- 
fore domestication? Did domestication 
occur in several areas independently? 
Did other men learn the art of domes- 
tication from the peoples of the Near 
East? Or did they acquire animals from 
these early domestications, and _ by 
breeding adapt them to their own pur- 
poses, or did they evolve new types by 
intentional or accidental crossings with 
wild cattle in other areas? 

Even though these and other ques- 
tions remain unanswered, it is evident 
that types did emerge which differed 
substantially in their abilities to with- 
stand various environments as well as 
in their physical characteristics. In 
general, the Bos taurus cattle found 
their place in the temperate zones, 
while the Zebu or humped cattle were 
able to stand up under tropical and sub- 
tropical conditions and spread over 
southern Asia, to the islands off the 
coast of Asia, and across the Near 
East into and over much of Africa. At 
the same time, some humpless cattle 
spread into Africa, for the types which 
now exist in some areas are_ inter- 
mediate, or even humpless. The West 
African Shorthorned cattle are an ex- 
ample of the latter humpless type. But 
regardless of their origin, all the breeds 
that have long existed in the tropical 
and subtropical areas of Asia and 
Africa have some qualities which en- 
able them to survive in hot climates 
and under conditions of feeding and 
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management which are often quite prim- 
itive, compared with the intensive man- 
agement on the pastures and in the 
barns of northwestern Europe. 


Even now, it is not at all clear why 
cattle vary so much in their adaptability 
to different environments. For example, 
are Zebus generally better able to with- 
stand hot climates, as compared with 
European cattle, because they produce 
less heat in their metabolic processes, 
or are they able to dispose of excess 
body heat at a more rapid rate? Are 
they able to digest the relatively coarse 
grasses of the tropics more readily? Or 
are they able to resist the adverse 
effects of parasites and tropical dis- 
eases to a greater degree? Do they 
absorb less heat because of skin thick- 
ness or skin and hair color, or both? 
Are they able to rid themselves of 
more heat by being able to sweat? These 
are some of the questions to which 
physiologists and geneticists now seek 
answers; for even if we never know 
much of the manner in which present 
types developed during the long years 
of prehistory to provide the bases from 
which present-day breeds were devel- 
oped, we do need to know the answers 
to these and many other questions, in 
order to make the most effective use 
of existing types and breeds in future 
breeding programs. But that is a prob- 
lem outside the immediate scope of this 
article. 

It is not possible to answer this ques- 
tion precisely, for the simple reason

that no comprehensive, adequate de- 
scription and classification of the 
world’s cattle has ever been made. It 
may seem strange, in these times when 
man is extending his knowledge by 
probing outer space, that we know so 
little of our most important type of 
livestock. But the more one strives to 
learn of the types and breeds of cattle 
around the world, the more one is 
struck by the lack of precise knowl- 
edge even of their physical character- 
istics, not to speak of their productive 
capacities and physiological and genetic 
traits. Indeed, with regard to these 
latter traits, there are many gaps in 
our knowledge of the cattle with which 
we work in our own country, leaving 
aside the many types and breeds that 
are practically unknown to most Ameri- 
cans. However, we do have enough in- 
formation to make possible a_ broad 
description of the types of cattle found 
around the world. Pictures are pre- 
sented of some of the types mentioned, 
primarily to emphasize the wide varia- 
tions that exist, since it is possible to 
include illustrations of only a_ small 
fraction of the types and breeds found 
in the world. Also, breeds shown are 
those that are not well known or are 
not found at all in the United States. 

The Major Types and Sub-Types 

Broadly speaking, the cattle of the 
world may be divided into the Bos 
taurus and the Bos indicus types or 
species, together with a third group to 
cover those types and breeds that have 
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arisen from a combination of the two 
major types. 

Bos taurus cattle are typified by the 
well known European and British breeds, 
which are usually grouped into three 
broad categories; beef, dairy and dual 
purpose. However, to include all breeds, 
one would have to modify the concept 
of dual purpose to include not only 
those raised for beef and milk but also 
those used primarily for work and meat, 
and to expand it to include the triple 
purpose cattle—i.e., these used for meat, 
milk and work. 

Bos indicus cattle are typified by the 
Zebu breeds of India and Pakistan, and 
some of the breeds found in Africa. In 
India and Pakistan, these cattle could 
be grouped into two major sub-groups, 
milking cattle and draft cattle. Actually, 
the milking breeds are among the lower 
set, better muscled Zebus. However, the 
stock which were used for the develop- 
ment of Zebu beef cattle in other parts 
of the world, such as the Brahman cattle, 
and the Indo-Brazil were of the larger 
draft breeds such as the Kankrej and, 
in the case of the Indo-Brazil, one of 
the largest, more upstanding milking 
breeds, the Gir. 

The Santa Gertrudis is an example of 
a modern pure breed derived from plan- 
ned hybridization of Bos taurus with 
Bos indicus, followed by close inbreed- 
ing and linebreeding of carefully se- 
lected individuals. 

Major beef breeds of Great Britain, 
the Aberdeen-Angus, the Hereford and 
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the beef Shorthorn are well known in 
the United States. A French beef breed, 
the Charolais (Figure 3), is not nearly 
so well known, although it is receiving 
increasing attention in this country. 
Other European beef breeds, such as the 
Scotch Highland cattle and the Gallo- 
way, have found little place in the beef 
industry outside the areas in which they 
originated. 

The major European dairy breeds are 
also well known in the United States. 
These include the Ayrshire, Guernsey, 
Jersey and Holstein. But there are other 
dairy breeds that are not used at all in 
this country, such as the yellow and 
white Finnish dairy cattle, the Pinzgau 
cattle of the Austrian-Bavarian Alps, 
and several other localized breeds. 


Dual purpose breeds of Europe, which 
have found a place in the United States, 
include the Milking Shorthorn, the Red 
Dane and the Red Poll, and, to a more 
limiting extent, the Devon. The Brown 
Swiss, which is dual and often triple 
purpose in its home country, has also 
found a place in the United States, but 
is generally more specialized for dairy 
production than is the case in its home 
in eastern Switzerland. Other dual and 
triple purpose types that have little or 
no place here include the Black Welsh 
cattle, the Simmenthal of Switzerland 
(Figure 4), the Friburgh—a large black 
and white Swiss breed, the Red Nor- 
wegian cattle, the Chiana or Chianina 
—a triple purpose breed of Italy (Fig- 
ure 5), and two other Italian breeds— 
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the Romagnola and Marreman—both 
used for work and meat, There are, of 
course, the Spanish cattle from which our 
early Longhorns came, and many other 
localized dual and triple purpose breeds 
in Europe. 

The Zebus of India and Pakistan 


Although these cattle may be divided 
broadly into milking and draft types, 
they have been classified further into six 
major groups (Joshi and Phillips, 1953.) 

Group I includes the lyre-horned gray 
cattle with wide foreheads, prominent 
orbital arches, and thin faces having 
flat or dished-in profiles. Breeds in- 
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are the Kankrej, Malvi, Ken- 
wariya, Kherigarh and Tharparkar 
(Figure 6). However, the Tharparkar 
appears to be related also to Group II 
and might with equal justification be 
classified there. 

Group II includes the shorthorned 
white or light gray cattle with long 
coffin-shaped skulls, orbital arches whicn 
are not prominent, and faces that are 
slightly convex in profile. Breeds are 
the Bachaur, Bhagnari, Gaolao, Hariana, 
Krishna Valley, Mewati, Nagori, Ongole 
and Rath. 

Cattle in Group III are more ponder-

ous in build and have pendulous dew- 
laps and sheaths, prominent foreheads, 
and lateral and often curled horns. They 
are usually spotted either red and white, 
or various shades of red and white or 
solid red, dun and brown. Breeds are 
the Dangi, Deoni, Gir (Figure 7), 
Nimari, Red Sindhi and Sahiwal. 

Group IV consists of animals that are 
medium in size, compact with strong 
quarters, and tight sheaths. The fore- 
head is prominent, and the horns emerge 
from the top of the poll, close together 
and in an upward and backward direc- 
tion, and they are very pointed. Tem- 
peramentally, they are high strung. 
Colors vary from almost white to steel 
gray and almost black. Breeds are the 
Amrit Mahal, Hallikar, Kangayam (Fig- 
ure 8) and Khillari. The Alambadi and 
Bargur are minor strains. 

Group V consists of a heterogenous 
mixture of distinct strains. They are 
small, red or dun cattle, often with large 
patches of white markings. They are 
active, have small sheaths, and may be 
either shorthorned or slightly lyre- 
horned. Found primarily in the moun- 
tainous and poor forested tracts, this 
group includes the Lohani, Ponwar and 
Siri and a number of less well defined 
strains. 

Group VI contains only one breed, the 
Dhanni (Figure 9). These animals are 
medium-sized, compact and active. The 
dewlap and sheath are tight. Coloring 
usually consists of black or red spots 
on a white coat varying from almost 
white animals with evenly scattered 
spots (similar to the Dalmatian dog) to 
animals that are predominantly black or 
reddish, with the typical spotting pat- 
tern showing only on some parts. 


Other Cattle of Asia 


The Zebus have spread over land 
routes to parts of the Near East, as 
well as to much of Africa. Also they 
have spread northward and left their 
mark on the cattle of southern China. 
Too, by various means, they have found 
their way to nearby islands, including 
Ceylon, the Philippines and the islands 
to the southeasc of Asia. 

A distinct type of Zebu, called the 
Sinhala, has emerged in Ceylon but 
most of the cattle found in Asia south- 
east of India are not sufficiently dis- 
tinct to have been classified as breeds. 
In southern China, a type has emerged 
which, while not generally regarded as 
a distinct breed, is intermediate between 
the humped cattle of India and the non- 
humped cattle of Europe and northern 
Asia. These cattle are found as far 
north as the Tsingling mountains. 
Although there is some variation in 
color, they are called “yellow cattle,” 
the term used generally in China to dis- 
tinguish cattle from water buffaloes and 
yaks (Phillips, Johnson and Moyer, 
1945). 

North of the Tsingling mountains, in 
the valleys of the Wei and Yellow 
rivers, somewhat larger cattle are found 
(Figure 10). They are humpless or 
nearly so, are yellow, red, brown and 
sometimes black in color. 


Still farther north, the Mongolian 
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cattle are found (Figure 11). They are 
not as heavily muscled as the cattle in 
the Chinese areas, and while they too 
are used primarily for draft, some cows 
are milked. The Mongolian cattle are 
generally small, non-specialized and 
quite variable in size, conformation and 
coloring. 
Cattle of Africa 

It is difficult to arrive at a logical 
classification of the cattle of Africa, 
both because of lack of adequate in- 
formation about many types, and be- 
cause of the intermediate nature of 
several breeds. However, Joshi, Mc- 
Laughlin and Phillips (1957) have 
placed them in eight groups. 

Group I includes the humpless or 
vestigially-humped cattle of the lower 
Nile Valley and Mediterranean Africa. 
These are the Damietta, Baladi, Saidi 
and Maryuti cattle of Egypt, the Libyan 
cattle, and the Brown Atlas cattle of 
Morocco and Algeria. 

Group II includes the Zebus of the 
subsaharan zone, of which there are two 
sub-groups; the medium and_ short- 
horned types such as the Adamawa, 
Azaouak, Maure, Northern Sudan, Shu- 
wa and Sokoto; and the lyre- and long- 
horned Zebus including the Nigerian, 
Senegal, Sudanese and White Fulanis 
and the M’Bororo. 

Group III includes the N’Dama and 
West African Shorthorned (Figure 12) ; 
these are the humpless, straight-backed 
cattle of West Africa. 

Group IV contains the Kuri cattle of 
the Lake Chad area (Figure 13) ; hump- 
less animals with large bulbous horns. 

Group V includes the cattle of much 
of central and southern Africa from 
the flood plain of the Nile in the Sudan, 
through southwestern Uganda _ and 
Ruanda-Urundi, to the Rhodesias, 
Bechuanaland, Swaziland and Basuto- 
land. They are characterized by large or 
medium-sized lyre-shaped horns, small 
or vestigial humps and moderately slop- 
ing hindquarters. There are eight more 
or less distinct types; Ankole (Figure 
14), Barotse, Basuto, Nguni, Nilotic, 
Nioka, Nganda and Tonga. 

Group VI includes nine types which 
form a large heterogenous population, 
often of ill-defined groups merging into 
one another and in some cases into types 
listed in Group V. All are predominantly 
Zebu in type. They are the Angoni, 
Boran (Figure 15), Bukedi, Galla (or 
Jiddu), Lugware, Nandi, Southern Su- 
dan Hill, Tanganyika Shorthorned and 
Toposa-Murle. 

Group VII includes only the African- 
der. This type, which has been used 
to a limited extent in the Gulf Coast 
area, is probably the only African breed 
that has found its way to the United 
States. 

Group VIII also consists of only one 
type, the Madagascar Zebu. Owing to 
its isolated island habitat, it has been 
classified separately. 

Overseas Migrations of Cattle 


Except for the Africander mentioned 
above, and the migrations of Zebu cat- 
tle to islands off the coasts of Asia and 
Africa, overseas migrations of cattle 
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have been limited largely to the better 
known European breeds and to a few of 
the Zebu breeds of India and Pakistan. 

The settlers of new lands naturally 
took with them the cattle to which they 
were accustomed. So the early Spanish 
settlers brought with them the Long- 
horns that characterized the early range 
industry of the Southwest. As the Brit- 
ish settlers came to what is now the 
United States, they brought with them 
the beef, dairy and dual purpose breeds 
which, together with the Holstein from 
the Netherlands, still dominate our cat- 
tle industry. The same breeds were 
taken by the European settlers to Ca- 
nada, Australia, New Zealand, and 
South Africa. Also, these same breeds 
found a place in Argentina, Uruguay 
and Chile. So the better-known Euro- 
pean breeds dominate the cattle scene 
in the temperate zones of both the 
northern and southern hemispheres, ex- 
cept for those parts of Europe in which 
lesser known breeds predominate, and 
northern Asia, where some European 
breeds are used but where the bulk of 
the cattle are not so specialized in form 
and function. 

European cattle have also been taken 
into many tropical and_ subtropical 
areas. However, they have not found a 
major place in most such areas owing 
to the difficulties imposed by the en- 
vironment. Even so, specialized Euro- 
pean dairy breeds have found a place 
in cooler portions of the tropics, such 
as the hill areas of Central American 
countries, the hill areas of India, the 
Nile Delta of Egypt, and the high coun- 
try of East Africa. 

Zebus have been taken to the hot 
areas of northern Australia, tropical 
countries of Latin America such as 
Paraguay, Brazil and Cuba and to the 
Gulf Coast area of the United States, as 
well as to various islands in the Carib- 
bean and the Pacific. In these areas, they 
have been used primarily for beef pro- 
duction, and the breeds that have been 
used most widely are the Kankrej, the 
Ongole (or Nellore), and the Gir. Some 
Sahiwals and Red Sindhis have been 
used for crossing with other breeds to 
develop dairy animals adapted to the 
tropics. Sahiwals were crossed with 
Jerseys to form the base for the 
Jamaica Hope breed. The Red Sindhi 
has been used to a limited extent for 
experimental breeding in the United 
States. 

Some new types have emerged in the 
Western hemisphere. The Santa Ger- 
trudis breed has already been mentioned. 
Other examples are the Romo Sinuano 
and Blanco Orejinegro (Figure 16) of 
Colombia. 

Conclusion 

Thus, as the human population has 
expanded and as man has found his way 
into practically every corner of the earth 
where it is possible for him to wrest a 
living from the land, cattle have gone 
with him and have found a useful place. 

The purposes for which man now 
uses his cattle vary all the way from 
highly developed beef and dairy indus- 
tries to situations in which cattle serve 
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primarily as a source of draft power or, 
under primitive tribal conditions pri- 
marily for prestige purposes, bride pur- 
chasing and as a hedge against hard 
times. Between these extremes, there 
are many countries where cattle still 
serve the triple purposes of work, milk 
and meat production. 

Broadly speaking, Bos taurus cattle 
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have populated the temperate zones, 
while Bos indicus cattle have been used 
in the tropics and subtropics. Intermedi- 
ate types and breeds have found their 
place in some tropical and subtropical 
areas, however, and Bos taurus cattle 
have found useful niches here and there 
in the cooler portions of the tropics, 
particularly for specialized dairy pro- 
duction. 

Within both the Bos taurus and Bos 
indicus species, and in the intermediate 
types, there are wide variations in the 
types and breeds that have emerged as 
man either molded cattle to suit his 
purpose or took advantage of naturally 
occurring variations to meet specific 
needs. 

Although we know a great deal about 
the cattle of the world, the types and 
breeds that exist, their productive ca- 
pacities, their physiological and genetic 
characteristics, and the circumstances

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under which they are raised, fed and 
managed, there are in fact many gaps 
in our knowledge. Much study and work 
is needed, both in the developed and 
underdeveloped portions of the world, 
if those gaps are to be filled and man 
is to have the information he needs to 
make the most effective use of his cat- 
tle in the future. 


Looking to the future, we also need 
to realize that we are living in a time 
of rapid change, and that new factors 
will have to be taken into account in 
planning the development of agricultural 
production, including the various aspects 
of the cattle industry. Not the least of 
these factors is the explosion man is 
creating in his own population. 


Will We Have Room? 


The human race required approxi- 
mately 200,000 years—or perhaps longer 
—to build up its numbers to the 2,500 
million mark. Yet, at the present rate 
of increase, it will add another 2,000 
million in only 30 years. It is estimated 
that by the year 2,000 (now less than 
40 years away), the human population 
will have reached a level of approxi- 
mately 6,280 million (United Nations, 
1958). If the present ratio of humans 
to cattle (1.31) is maintained, we would 
then have something like 1,946,800,000 
cattle in the world, or approximately 
2.2 times the present number. 


Will we have room for that many 
cattle, keeping in mind the pressures 
on the land (for living space and for 
crop production) that will result from 
the great increase in the human popu- 
lation? Can a smaller number of cattle 
be so bred and managed that man can 
harvest enough more milk and meat per 
animal to maintain the level of con- 
sumption of these products at about 
their present levels? Or are those of 
us who now enjoy a diet rich in beef, 
veal and milk bound to reduce our con- 
sumption of these products and depend 
more on foods of plant origin? Is there 
any likelihood that the areas of the 
world where consumption of cattle meat 
and milk as well as other animal pro- 
teins is very low, can evolve farming 
practices and economic levels whereby 
they can achieve dietary levels in which 
there are adequate amounts of meat 
and milk? 

Admittedly, these are global ques- 
tions which are difficult if not impos- 
sible to answer at the present time. But 
they are questions which will have to 
be taken into account by the next gen- 
eration if not the present one. In our 
highly developed agricultural and over- 
all economy, we will no doubt find an- 
swers more quickly than will be possible 
in the less-developed areas. But, it will 
hardly be possible for us to avoid the 
impact of the rapidly increasing popu- 
lation. How we respond to it will re- 
quire the best thoughts of all Ameri- 
cans, whether they be in some phase of 
the cattle business or a part of that 
much larger group that is not in this 
business but which enjoys the products 
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Ever Pull a Calf?

Through the Pages of The Cattleman 


FORTY YEARS AGO 
May, 1920 


H. L. Kokernot, cattleman of San An- 
tonio, sold his residence in the city to 
Harry H. Rogers of Tulsa, Okla., for 
$100,000. 


T. B. Adams of Sonora, bought the 
John D. Shipman ranch, 16 miles north 
of San Antonio in the Lipan Flat and 
will turn it into one of the finest stock 
ranches in West Texas.

More Cows Being Slaughtered 
Than Year Ago 


R orstiow reports indicate that the 





nation’s cattlemen are marketing 

more cows for spring slaughter 
than a year earlier. Eight of 13 markets 
recently surveyed reported a larger per- 
centage of cows in cattle receipts than 
last year, two showed decreases and 
three reported no change. 

During February, the last period for 
which an actual tally on numbers of 
cows slaughtered in all inspected plants 
is available, 306,000 head were killed, 
compared with 291,000 in February last 
year. 

This is only the third time since May, 
1957, in which the monthly slaughter of 
cows exceeded the year earlier volume. 

For the four months, November, 1959, 
to February, 1960, inclusive, inspected 
packers slaughtered 1,383,000 head, a 
gain of five per cent or 70,000 head 
over the same months a year earlier. 

From these figures it appears that 
the anticipated upward trend in cows 
slaughtered may now be under way.

V \ ion plants to his liking through

ing program to produce the three-eighths 
Brahman, five-eighths Angus blood per- 
centage which makes up the Brangus. 
Old Zero did his job well. Before his 
death he earned the distinction of being 
recognized as the bull which produced 
more grand champions than all other 
bulls of the breed combined, and his 
blood is still valued highly by Brangus 
breeders. 

The ranch has pioneered not only in 
breeding what it believes to be the cattle 
best suited to the ranges of America to- 
day, but also has been active in other 
forward-looking practices such as per- 
formance testing, carcass evaluation and 
more efficient feeding.

Bull Gained 3.03 Pounds a Day 

In recent years experiment station re- 
sults across the country have empha- 
sized the improvement that can be made 
within a herd through a scientific breed- 
ing program. Results of practical experi- 
ments conducted on Clear Creek Ranch 
parallel those of the experiment stations. 
In a recent test in which young bulls 
were separated into two lots through 
random selection, the top bull in each 
lot sired calves which were considerably 
superior to the average in each lot. The 
test was conducted under the supervision 
of Craig County Agent Jay Fimple, and 
despite one of the roughest winters on 
record, the top individual in the control 
lot gained 3.03 pounds per day over a 
140-day peried. Average gain by 19 bulls 
on this part of the test was 2.47 pounds 
per day. 

Even more striking were the results 
which were obtained on an improved 
feeding ration. This ration did not con- 
tain hormones or feed additives, and the 
top individual gained 3.39 pounds per 
day over the 140-day period. Average 
gain for this group of 19 bulls was 2.73 
pounds per head daily. Thus it can be 
seen that continued improvement in nu- 
tritional standards and breeding pro- 
grams offers possibilities of progress 
which may even surpass the man-sized 
strides made in the past half century. 
In this test, the dollar and cents advan- 
tage from the improved ration over a 
control ration widely used as a top stan- 
dard throughout the northeastern Okla- 
homa area merits considerable attention. 

The improved ration differed from the 
control ration in two primary respects, 
difference in formulation and differences 
between the vitamin-mineral supplemen- 
tation. Differences between performance 
of bulls on the two rations were par- 
ticularly noticeable during the last 56 
days of the test.

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improved ration, this difference can be 
attributed partially to the use of their 
mineral-vitamin supplement, plus the 
utilization of high energy in the total 
ration. The increase in energy was 
achieved primarily through the use of 
fat, which has approximately two and a 
quarter times the energy value found 
in carbohydrates. The fat level was 
changed three times during the 140-day 
feeding period, there being an increase 
each time. The secret of the program, 
as he sees it, can be traced to (1) the 
effect the patented mineral-vitamin sup- 
plement has in increasing bacterial ac- 
tivity in the rumen, thereby resulting 
in better breakdown and absorption of 
the available nutrients for production 
of energy; (2) the additional energy 
provided by certain levels of fat. 
Complete Analysis of Feedstuffs 

One of the important factors in for- 
mulation by Vit-A-Way is a complete 
analysis of the major feedstuffs going 
into the animal’s body.

An 
over-supply and imbalance of potassium 
or sodium may tie up and retard assim- 
ilation of calcium. &ven the water is 
analyzed in this program to insure maxi- 
mum feed efficiency. “We believe water 
that is too alkaline or too acid re- 
tards rumen bacterial action,” Bankston 
said. By compensating for these factors 
through addition of correct ingredients 
in the ration we can improve absorption 
and assimilation of the feed ingredients. 

Based on a 25-cent-a-pound market, 
net return from the bulls fed the im- 
proved ration exceeded those fed in the 
control lot by $9.28 per head. This was 
due to greater gains and more efficient 
feed conversion. Both groups of bulls 
weighed approximately the same when 
started on the test—an average of 553 
pounds—-and there was a slight advan- 
tage in final grade for the group fed 
the improved ration. The latter group 
made a 9.6 per cent greater gain than 
for the control group. Feed cost was 
9.2 per cent less. 

Ranch Manager Joe Crow said Clear 
Creek Ranch is always on the lookout 
for ways to increase efficiency, and said 
that the results of this test point to 
methods which can be used as guide- 
lines to additional progress.

T= FIRST general membership 
meeting of the American Red 
Brangus Association, official reg- 
istry for Red Brangus cattle was held 
just short of a year ago. Several breed- 
ers, however, have been raising Red 
Brangus and maintaining complete rec- 
ords on their matings for many years, 
dating back to 1946, and a few eighth 
generation Red Brangus calves are now 
being observed. 

Red Brangus are typically large, 
smooth, naturally muley, red beef cattle, 
exhibiting the most 
desirable character- 
istics of the Brah- 
man and Angus 
breeds from which 
they were derived. 
They have been de- 
veloped to produce 
the high quality, 
economical beef now 
recognized as meet- 
ing the standards of P ; 
the American house- Mike Levi 
wife, and to produce this beef under 
adverse conditions when necessary. 

Red Brangus are good feeders, finish 
rapidly at any age, and produce a car- 
cass of high qual'ty that will bring a 
premium at any desired weight. The 
typical Red Brangus carcass has a high 
yield, is smooth and well covered, and 
commands a premium grade, yet does 
not produce an excess of wasty fat. 

Red Brangus cows have no trouble 
calving, and may be bred at 12 to 14 
months of age without danger of losses 
among the cows or baby calves. They 
produce an abundance of milk and raise 
a heavy fat calf, but spoiled or sun- 
burned udders have never been detected 
in any herd. Due to the longevity of the 
breeds from which they are descended, 
Red Brangus are expected to lead long 
and productive lives, and to date none 
have been culled because of age. 

Since Red Brangus are resistant to 
various diseases and insects and have a 
high heat tolerance, they are thrifty 
under adverse conditions. To this date 
no incidence of typical eye trouble has 
been reported in any Red Brangus herd, 
and none is anticipated. 

Commercial cattlemen are finding the 
muley factor an added advantage in the 
calves from Red Brangus bul!s, and the 
infusion of Red Brangus blood has im- 
proved the quality, conformation and 
uniformity of the calf crop, while pre- 
serving the desirable uniform red color. 

When the members of the American 
Red Brangus Association established the 
requirements for the entry of individual 


animals in the herd book for the breed, 
two qualifications were considered im- 
portant: (1) purity of blood in the foun- 
dation Brahman and Angus herds, and 
consequently in the Red Brangus pro- 
duced therefrom; and, (2) quality of the 
individuals being considered. 

Every Red Brangus must be from a 
foundation of known purebred Brahman 
and Augus breeding, purebred to be 
defined as a minimum of five top crosses 
of purebred Brahman and Angus bulls 
in the foundation herds; and no provi- 
sion was made for the recognition of 
cattle that have been up-graded through 
the use of Red Brangus bulls. 

In judging individual quality for rec- 
ognition by the Association of Regis- 
tered Red Brangus, the inspection com- 
mittee is using a standard of excellence. 

All Red Brangus cattle meeting the 
necessary requirements and approved by 
the inspection committee will be en- 
tered in the herd book of the Associa- 
tion as Registered Red Brangus. As all 
worthy individuals of pure Red Brangus 
breeding should be utilized in the con- 
tinual improvement of the breed, no 
specific percentage of Brahman and An- 
gus blood has been required for entry, 
nor has any specific shade of red been 
required. 

To recognize good Red Brangus in- 
dividuals that will not meet the stand- 
ard of excellence due to a preponder- 
ance of Brahman or Angus blood, al- 
though qualifying in other respects, the 
association has established a category 
of Certified Red Brangus. These animals 
must be of pure breeding and meet the 
standard regarding color and beef con- 
formation, but may show more typical 
Brahman or more typical Angus type, 
conformation and/or breed character- 
istics than would be approved for entry 
as Registered Red Brangus. 


The office of the American Red Bran- 
gus Association is located at 614 Colo- 
rado Street, Austin, Texas. Here all 
the records will be processed and main- 
tained, and anyone interested in further 
information concerning Red Brangus 
cattle is invited to contact the office or 
one of the directors of the association. 


At the present time the following 
breeders are serving as officers and di- 
rectors of the association: President, 
Mike Levi, Spicewood, Texas; Vice- 
President, Walter Henshaw, San An- 
tonio; Secretary-treasurer, Jud Alex- 
ander, Chapel Hill, Texas; and the other 
directors are Gus Wilhelm, Comanche; 
Henry Potthast and Roy Cotulla, Cotulla; 
Harry F. Thompson, San Antonio; Bras- 
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well Locker, Brownwood and Joe F. 
Perry, Columbus. 

Recognizing that the total number of 
Red Brangus cattle does not compare to 
the population of the older breeds, and 
aware of the high interest and genuine 
need for more Red Brangus cattle, the 
members of the association are all anx- 
ious to assist any breeder who has 
foundation cattle of good quality in 
getting started breeding Red Brangus; 
and interested breeders are urged to 
contact the office of the association. 

Considering the enthusiasm of the 
present group of Red Brangus bieeders, 
and the continually improving quality of 
the cattle being produced the eventual 
impact of the Red Brangus breed on the 
cattle industry in the Southwest and 
Southern Coastal regions can be ex- 
pected to be substantial. 





Colorado County Cattlemen 
Cool to Brucellosis Conirol 


C ATTLEMEN in Colorado County, 


Texas, apparently are not ready 

for a program to control brucel- 
losis in cattle, judging from the poor 
response to petitions circulated among 
cattlemen in the county to put a volun- 
tary brucellosis control program into 
operation. Only 300 signed petitions fav- 
oring such a program, which is far short 
of the 75 per cent of county cattlemens’ 
signatures needed. 

Gardner Duncan, Eagle Lake, chair- 
man of the brucellosis committee, said 
the vaccination method of controlling 
the disease in which all heifer calves 
would be vaccinated by a veterinarian, 
was favored in the county, but that 
some cattlemen objected to paying the 
veterinary fee. Under such a program a 
veterinarian is the only one authorized 
to file a record of vaccination with the 
state. 

Duncan said that the western part of 
Texas has already gone into the brucel- 
losis control program “and as the line 
of certified free counties moves east- 
ward, the time will come when Colorado 
county will have to do something about 
the brucellosis problem. 

“Human and animal health are in- 
volved,” Duncan said, “and the move- 
ment of female stocker cattle will be- 
come more and more restricted.”

HIS year marks a sort of anni- 
versary commemorating the life 
and works of one David Berg, who 
immigrated to Chicago from Germany 
in 1860, and who, by all rights, should 
be regarded as the patron saint of all 
good American picnickers. 

For it was David Berg, in the first 
year of this century, who made a last- 
ing contribution to the American way 
of life by introducing the frankfurter 
hot dog to the baseball fans at a Chi- 
cago park—and they’ve been around 
ever since. 

We give you this bit of information 
not so much as historical lore, but to 
tell you how John Bandera, chef of 
Chicago’s Sheraton-Blackstone hotel, 
took note of the anniversary the other 
day to glorify the beef tidbits in a 
French-style manner called Frankfur- 
ters Bourguignonne. Here’s the way he 
did it, in case you might want to go and 
do likewise: 

INGREDIENTS: Eight beef frank- 
furters; two tablespoons butter; three 
teaspoons shallots, or onions or chives; 
half a teaspoon of minced garlic; three 
cups of claret wine; 24 cooked small 
pearl onions; half a pound of raw whole 
button mushrooms; two cups of brown 
gravy; 24 cooked Parisienne potatoes 
(small potato balls browned in deep fat). 

METHOD: Cut frankfurters in thirds 
and saute in butter about five minutes, 


turning to brown. Remove meat and 
make sauce: add shallots and garlic to 
the fat, simmer two or three minutes, 
then add wine and simmer, reducing the 
liquid to one cup (takes about eight 
minutes). Now add mushrooms, onions 
and brown gravy, cover and simmer for 
15 minutes, then add potatoes and frank- 
furters. Serve over rice, wild variety 
preferred.

METHOD: In a Dutch oven brown the 
beef on all sides in hot butter, then 
flame with brandy. While beef browns 
prepare the onions. Remove beef, set 
aside, then add onions and brown slowly 
with lid on. Add mushrooms and simmer 
two minutes. Stir in meat glaze, tomato 
paste, flour, beef stock, wine, pepper 
and bay leaf, and bring to gentle boil, 
stirring. Return beef to mixture and 
simmer at least two hours, or until meat 
is tender, stirring frequently. Refriger- 
ate until ready to re-heat and serve 
sprinkled with snipped parsley.

Down in the Caribbean islands they 
cook up some tasty and highly-seasoned 
dishes like this Satee Boemboe, or spicy 
barbecued meat, which is a favorite 
around Paramaribo, Surinam. Like this: 

INGREDIENTS: Four small onions; 
two cloves of garlic; half a teaspoon of 
red pepper; one tablespoon dark brown 
sugar; one teaspoon lime juice; one and 
a half teaspoons curry powder; half a 
teaspoon each of ground cloves and 
ground ginger; three tablespoons warm 
water; three tablespoons soy sauce; one 
and a half pounds of round steak cut 
into three quarter-inch cubes. 

METHOD: Grind together the onions 
and garlic, add red pepper, brown sugar, 
lime juice, curry powder, clove, ginger, 
and blend well. Combine water and soy 
sauce and add to spices, mix thoroughly. 
Add meat cubes, kneading the meat with 
hands to absorb the sauce, then refriger- 
ate for six hours. After that, thread 
five or six pieces of the marinated meat 
on 10 skewers, place on broiler rack 
three inches away from heat, and broil 
15 to 20 minutes, brushing meat with 
sauce and turning frequently. 

Serve with peanut sauce made like 
this: Saute two tablespoons grated onion 
in two tablespoons olive oil five to 10 
minutes. Add one tablespoon dark brown 
sugar, one teaspoon lime juice and half 
a cup of peanut butter and blend well. 
Gradually add one cup of coconut water, 
stirring constantly, and put in a dash 
of salt. Cook until sauce is thick and 
smooth. Yield: one and a fourth cups 
sauce.

Dwellers in the Caribbean have their 
own particular formula for fixing black- 
eyed peas, as witness this Cala Oran- 
jestad recipe from Aruba in the Nether- 
lands Antilles: 

INGREDIENTS: Half a pound of 
white black-eyed peas; fourth a tea- 
spoon ground red pepper; one teaspoon 
salt; half a cup of water; oil or short- 
ening for frying. 

METHOD: Cover beans with water 
and soak overnight, then remove skins 
from beans and dry them. Put beans 
through a food chopper, using the finest 
grind. Add red pepper and salt to 
ground beans and beat thoroughly. Add 
water gradually, continuing to beat until 
mixture is slightly fluffy. Now—drop 
by teaspoonful into hot oil or shorten- 
ing. Brown both sides and drain on 
absorbent paper. Serve hot. The yield is 
about 20 small “cala.”

LTHOUGH comparatively few in 
A number, Texas cattlemen are show- 
- ing an increasing interest in Sus- 
sex cattle, a breed that originated in the 
southern portion of England, which have 
been found to be well adapted to the 
varying degrees of temperature and rain- 
fall in the Lone Star State. Sussex cat- 
tle can stand both heat and cold, and 
forage well on any type of grass. A deep 
cherry red color is the distinguishing 
characteristic of the breed. Cows of 1400 
pounds and bulls of over 2,000 pounds 
are not uncommon. The bulls are so pre- 
potent as to nearly always stamp their 
color and good qualities on their progeny. 
This makes them excellent for cross- 
breeding with other breeds of cattle. 
Eurly maturity is another fine charac- 
teristic of Sussex cattle. The cows give 
sufficient milk to produce baby beef of 
the finest quality. Although Sussex cat- 
tle have been carefully selected and 
screened, they have not been pampered. 
Sussex cows are so hardy they can re- 
main out of doors and calve out no mat- 
ter what the weather, and they only re- 
quire a minimum of supplemental feed- 
ing. 

The first Sussex herd book was com- 
piled in 1855 but the breed can be traced 
back further than that. 

There are two Sussex herds in Texas, 
one owned by William B. Templer, Ox 
Bow Ranch, Waco, and the other owned 
by Lawrence Wood, Refugio.

TRENDS: 


FARM PRODUCTS: Current indications are that crop conditions are equal to last year. De- 
mand is good and the price trend has been up. Gross income from farm products should 
equal that of last year. 





PARITY: Advanced 2 points to 80 and back to where it was in September 1959. 


COST OF LIVING: Up .1 of 1 per cent to 125.7 the highest on record. It will likely stay 
near this level until the new harvest begins. 


PERSONAL INCOME: On an annual basis has increased % of 1 billion dollars to a total of 
393.5 billion. 





‘INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: Due mostly to bad weather the index declined 1 point to 109 of the 
1957 average. Should show an increase next month. 





FAVORABLE: 


Spending in the 337 reporting cities of the Federal Reserve System is up 8.1 per 
cent over the same 3-month period of last year. This is an improvement over last 
month's figure of 7.6 per cent. 


Egg production last month was 7 per cent below last year. Higher prices are in pros- 
pect this fall. 


Hog prices are up about 25 per cent over the winter lows and we could expect another 
advance of 10 to 15 per cent from this level by fall. 


Consumer income is up about 6 per cent over last year and wage rates in manufac- 
turing are up 4 per cent over a year ago. 


UNFAVORABLE: 





Pasture conditions are 79 per cent of normal which is about 1 per cent below last 
year due to excess winter moisture. This should be only a temporary condition. 


Cattle and calves on feed in 21 states are up 8 per cent over last year, while mar- 
ketings were up about 9 per cent over last year for the first quarter. Of cattle on 
feed 54 per cent have been there 3 to 6 months and we still have heavy market- 
ings ahead. 


Recently unemployment increased unseasonally but with spring construction opening up 
this is expected to decrease. 


Broiler and turkey production is likely to show an increase this year. 
There is no indication of a decrease in interest rates in the near future. 


COMMENT ; 


While cattle population increased about 8 million head in the past two years there has 
been only a slight increase in slaughter rates. This indicates a further buildup in beef 
herds and could lead to severe marketing difficulties later on.

Change in Shorthorn 
Two-Year-Old Classification

horns being shown in the two-year- 

old classes will have a nine months 
younger upper age limit effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1961, according to Kenneth Fulk, 
Executive Secretary of the American 
Shorthorn Association. Fulk said that 
in recent action by the American Short- 
horn Board of Directors it was decided 
that the two-year-old class would be 
cattle calved January 1, 1958, to August 
31, 1958. This would also reduce the 
upper age limits of the senior yearling 
cattle. They will be cattle calved Sep- 
tember 1, 1958, through December 31, 
1958. 

These changes affect only the two- 
year-old and senior yearling classes of 
both bulls and females. They do not 
change any other age limits in the 
standard classification of Shorthorn and 
Polled Shorthorn cattle. The first shows 
that will be affected by this new classi- 
fication are the Arizona National in 
Phoenix, Ariz., and the National West- 
ern at Denver, Colo.

46th Annual Convention 


The New Mexico Cattle Growers As- 
sociation held its 46th annual conven- 
tion at Albuquerque last month and 
elected John Stark, of Deming, presi- 
dent. W. I. “Buster” Driggers, Santa 
Rosa, is the retiring president. 

Will Orndorff, Bingham, was elected 
first vice-president; and the following 
were elected second vice-presidents: Dem- 
ing Doak, Gladstone; Lee Hammond, 
Clovis; and Troy King of Farmington. 
Phil Harvey, Carrizozo, was named sec- 
retary-treasurer. Horace Henning, Albu- 
querque, is executive secretary. 

In addition to being elected president, 
Hammond was honored by the associ- 
ation as the “Cattleman of the Year” 
for outstanding service rendered by him 
to the cattle industry and his commu- 
nity. 

Among the resolutions adopted by the 
association were two dealing with tax 
relief. One of these is embodied in the 
Keogh-Simpson bill, now pending in 
Congress, which would permit the ranch- 
er or other self-employed person to put 
aside tax-free money each year to pro- 
vide for retirement income in old age. 

The other would permit the rancher 
or other taxpayer with a fluctuating in- 
come to take an average of his income 
over a period of seven years and com- 
pute his tax on that amount. 

Another resolution urged the admin- 
istration and Congress to “turn away 
from profligate spending and recognize 
the government’s role is to govern and 
‘not spend us into bankruptcy and 
chaos’.” 

The cattlemen also adopted a resolu- 
tion opposing any move to force mar- 
keting of all livestock on terminal mar- 
kets; asked extension of the bracero 
special employe program, and commend-

ANCH HANDS from the Triangle 
R Ranch, Foard county, unwittingly 

made it easy for coyotes to snatch 
a hasty meal from a luckless calf. Ma- 
rion Mortcn and Joe Koch reported to 
Government Hunter Blackburn that sev- 
eral calves were missed during the round- 
up and left behind. The two men re- 
turned to catch and tie the calves, to be 
loaded in a pickup and taken to another 
pasture, 

After the calves were run down and 
tied, the men left to drive the pickup 
in closer for easier loading. Returning, 
they came upon a coyote gorging him- 
self on a calf which only moments be- 
fore they had left tied. The calf’s rump 
was practically eaten away, and a few 
hours later it died. 

Coyote getters have been used on the 
Triangle Ranch under the auspices of 
the branch of Sport Fisheries and Wild- 
life since about the first of February, 
and more than 40 coyotes have been 
taken there.

Trace-Mineralized Salt in the 
Commercial Feedlot 


The last step in a series of controlled, 
scientific experiments applied findings 
on the importance of trace-mineralized 
salt in cattle feeding to the commercial 
feedlot was made at the Monfort Feed 
Lots of Greeley, Colo., last fall. 

The Monfort Feed Lots fatten more 
than 50,000 head of cattle a year. For 
the purpose of the experiment, 294 good 
quality Angus heifers were selected and 
divided into two groups. Both groups 
were fed the same daily rations for the 
same period of time—109 days. How- 
ever, there was one very important dif- 
ference. One group was fed plain salt, 
the other group was fed T-M (trace- 
mineralized) salt. Since this was the 
only difference between the two groups, 
any variations in weight must be at- 
tributed to the type of salt fed. 

The experiment began on Aug. 31, 
1959, and was concluded on Dec. 8, 109 
days later. During this period the cattle 
were fed the following average daily 
ration: nine pounds of silage, 16 pounds 
of grain, 1% pounds of dehydrated al- 
falfa, one pound shorts pellets with stil- 
bestrol and 1.5 ounces of salt scattered 
over the feed. Free choice salt was also 
provided. While this was the average 
daily feed per head in each lot, the 
control group received plain salt where- 
as the test group was given trace-min- 
eralized salt. 

The average daily gain for the con- 
trol cattle (plain salt) was 2.14266

pounds. The test cattle (trace-mineral- 
ized salt) gained an average of 2.22761 
pounds per head each day, or an added 
.08495 of a pound over the control group. 
For the 109-day period the total av- 
erage gain was 233.55 pounds in the 
control group contrasted with 242.81 
pounds in the test group. In other words, 
trace-mineralized salt provided an extra 
9.26 pounds per head. 

The added investment in feed costs 
amounted to 17 cents per head of cattle 
for the full 109-day period—based on 
an average intake of two ounces of trace- 
mineralized salt per day. For the con- 
trol group the gain cost was $19.97 per 
hundredweight, while the test group cost 
only $18.63 per hundredweight, or a 
savings of $1.34 per hundredweight.

COBALT DEFICIENT AREAS 


ITAMIN B-12 deficiency in cattle 
V and sheep may be much more 

prevalent in the United States and 
Canada than formerly suspected, a series 
of recent field trials indicate. 


A lack of sufficient cobalt inhibits the 
production of Vitamin B-12, and this an- 
nouncement was made in conjunction 
with the release of a map indicating that 
cobalt deficiency exists or is suspected 
in over one-half of the North American 
Continent. According to Nicholas Inter- 
national Limited, the company releasing 
the data, soil maps were used in con- 
structing the map, “since it is generally 
accepted that cobalt deficiency is as- 
sociated with specific soil types. 

“The most sensible recommendation 
for determining whether unthriftiness is 


Antibiotic Helps Reduce 
Anaplasmosis Mortalities 
A NAPLASMOSIS, an infectious dis- 


ease of cattle causing economic 

losses amounting to millions of 
dollars each year, is being studied at 
Oklahoma State University. 

The work is under the direction of 
Dr. L. E. Hawkins and is supported by 
a grant-in-aid from American Cyanamid 
Company. In previous work at Okla- 
homa State University, it was found 
that feeds containing Aureomycin chlor- 
tetracycline at levels to provide 0.5 
milligram per pound of body weight 
aided in the prevention of anaplasmosis. 
Dr. Hawkins hopes to develop new pro- 
cedures for using Aureomycin in the 
spot-treatment of range cattle infected 
with anaplasmosis. The antibiotic is 
being administered under range condi- 
tions in free-choice salt mixtures. 

Anaplasmosis is especially trouble- 
some in the southern states. This in- 


being caused by cobalt or Vitamin B-12 
deficiency seems to be to select the worst 
animals from a herd or flock—any ani- 
mals that are ‘unthrifty’ or ‘poor-doing’ 
—and giving these ‘test’ animals a single 
dose with the new sustained release 
treatment. 

“Cobalt is utilized by the micro-organ- 
isms in the rumen of cattle, sheep and 
goats for the production of Vitamin 
B-12, which is then stored in the liver. 
Although only small amounts are needed, 
it must be supplied continuously. Since 
the animal body cannot store cobalt, it 
must be included in the daily diet. 

“Since plants themselves do not need 
cobalt for growth, and since grasses and 
grains are least efficient in transmitting 
cobalt to grazing animals, special cobalt 
supplementation is often necessary.” 


fectious disease is easily transmissible 
to other cattle and is marked by anemia, 
fever and microscopic parasites in the 
red blood cells. 

Aureomycin suppresses the multiplica- 
tion of the parasites in treated cattle 
and can rid carrier animels of infection. 
Mortalities from anaplasmosis are re- 
duced and recovery is more rapid follow- 
ing treatment with the antibiotic. 





Longer Life With Brahmans 


ECORDS kept at the East Texas 
R Pasture Laboratory, Lufkin, since 

1941 show that Brahman hybrid 
cows attain theirs heaviest weights and 
produce their heaviest calves when they 
are 9-14 years of age. Research at other 
experimental stations indicates that 
cows of European breeds produce their 
heaviest calves between 6-8 years of age. 
It is not at all uncommon to find Brah- 
man and Brahman hybrid cows over 20 
years of age in regular production.
